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I. Leet Jnrisdiotion in Norwich. The Leet Bolls. 

1. Among the documents preserved in the Eecord Eoom 
of the Guildhall in the City of Norwich are thirteen EoUs con- 
nected with the Leet Courts in the City during the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries while the Frankpledge System on 
which they were based was still in full operation. After this 
time the power of these Courts to a great extent passed away 
from the popular bodies who had hitherto composed them. 
It was partly superseded by the general authority of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly which was organised in the early part of the 
fifteenth century. This Assembly consisted of twenty-four

Aldermen, and sixty Common Councillors under the presi- 
dency of a Mayor and two Sheriffs and was supreme in 
all municipal affairs, including those which had come under 
the cognisance of the Leets. More particularly the twenty- 
four Aldermen, the successors of a body of twenty-four repre- 
sentative citizens which had come into existence during the 
fourteenth century, were in the course of the fifteenth 
century endued with permanent magisterial authority cor- 
responding to that exercised by the Justices of the Peace in 
the country districts. Moreover the City Sheriffs from the 
time of their first appointment in 140B held their Tourns 
as the County Sheriffs did. At a later time inquiries were 
also made by sworn inquests in each of the four Great 
Wards (quite independently of the Leet inquests) for the 
purpose of making presentments to the Justices at Quarter 
Sessions. Nevertheless the Leet juries continued to be 
appointed and made their presentments to the City Sheriffs 
^ down to at least 1700, though finally nothing was left for 
them to deal with but nuisances and unpaved streets and 
defective weights and measures. The name survive in the 
City even down to the Municipal Beform Act of 1836, but 
the institution which then bore it could claim only the 
very slightest resemblance to its original predecessor.

It was the 

common form which may be found, with a few variations, 

in almost all the chartered boroughs from the fifteenth 

century to 1835, except that Norwich was one of those 

boroughs which were ' counties of themselves.'

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Been at work under circumstances which can hardly be Norwich as 
paralleled elsewhere. The field of its operations here was, large town 
not a country manor where it dealt with the incidents of 
agricultural life, but one of the largest and most prosperous 
cities of the kingdom. Moreover, in this case, time has 
dealt favourably with our sources of information. The 
most abundant and the most fruitful are also the earliest, 
and in addition some other contemporary documents have 
been preserved which throw further light upon them. We 
are able, therefore, to see how the system adapted itself to 
the requirements of a large town population. 

4. Of the thirteen EoUs referred to, eleven are strictly Tue roiis 

' "* here edited 

proceedings of the courts. They are of two kinds. Some are 
Bolls of Presentments and others are Bolls of Amercements. 
The former have no amercements entered in the thir- 
teenth century ; in two later Presentment Bolls of the four- 
teenth century the amercements are given. The Amercement 
Bolls are (at least in some cases) records of the whole 
proceedings from the first presentment to the final balancing 
of their accounts by the appointed collectors of the amerce* 
ments. 

Although the words ' Presentationes ' and 'Amercia- 
menta ' are sometimes both used in the same Boll, yet the two 
kinds of Bolls invariably differ in form. The Presentment 
Bolls have their membranes fastened at the top. In the 
Amercement Bolls they are fastened lengthwise so as to 
form one long Boll. 

The special features of each Boll will be found noted 
where it is given in the course of the volume. It will be 
sufficient here to observe that the earliest is of 16 Edward 
I. (1288) and that the seventh is of 28 Edward I. (1800), the 
whole seven falling within the limited period of thirteen 
years. Then there is a fragment of c. 1307 and a very full 
Boll of 1818. After this there is a long interval followed by 
two interesting Bolls of 1875 and 1891. 

The remaining two of the thirteen Bolls are of a different 
character. One is an Account Boll of 1364, apparently an 
account rendered by the collectors at the Leets. The

other is one of very special value, a Tithing Boll, or list of 
all persons enrolled in tithings in the Leet of Mancroft. 
Its date (which is not given) is circ. 1811. It stands 
entirely by itself and is fully described in Section VIII. of 
this Introduction. 

These are all the early Leet Bolls which have survived. 
But with a view to completing the subject by giving some 
account of the later history of the Leets and of the insti- 
tutions which co-existed with them from the fifteenth 
century onwards, some extracts have been added from 
later Bolls, chiefly Bolls of the Tourns and Leets held before 
the City Sheriffs who took the place of the Bailiffs. 

II. The Leet Diyisions. 

The Leet 1* The earliest Leet Boll (followed, with more or less 

8ubdi??^ons fulness of detail, by all the rest) presents us with a view of 
the City as divided into four large divisions called ' Leets.' 
They are named, 1. The Leet of Gonesford ; 2. The Leet 
of Manecroft ; 8. The Leet of Wymer or Westwyk ; 4. The 
Leet * Ultra Aquam,' or Over-the-Water. These four Leets, 
however, are not separately utilised for the purpose of making 
presentments, but are unequally subdivided, at first into 
eleven and afterwards into ten smaller divisions, for which 
separate presentments are made. 

In the thirteenth century Bolls these subdivisions are 
not distinguished by any special names. But in the 
Account Boll of 1864 and in the two later Leet Bolls of 1875 
and 1891 they are not only distinguished by names but are 
themselves called Leets, no notice being taken of the four 
larger divisions to which that title was usually restricted, 
formed the 2. As theso divisions, both large and small, formed the

ttii 1886 from an unknown time of origin down to 1835, it is most 
important to ascertain, if possible, how far the Leet organi- 
sation made use of previously existing divisions, and how 
far the divisions arose out of the requirements of the Leet 
organisation. To form a judgment on this question (in 
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the absence of any distinct evidence as to the origin of the 
divisions as official districts) is impossible without some 
little knowledge of the topography and early history of the 
City. 

3. At the close of the thirteenth century the City of Bariytopp. 

graphy of 

Norwich formed what may be roughly described as a pear- *^« oi*y 
shaped pyramidical figure with the apex at the south, 
slightly inclined to the south-east. The river Wensum 
crossing the upper part from west to east divided it into 
two unequal portions, of which the southern was much the 
larger and -more important. A small piece on the north- 
west was bounded by the river which also partly formed 
the boundary on the north-east and wholly on the eastern 
side of the City. The remainder of the boundary on the 
south, west and north was defined by a bank and ditch 
which had been made in pursuance of a royal licence in 
1258. The wall was begun on this bank in 1294. 

4. The City, which was thus enlarged and rounded oflf Growth of 
in 1258, much to the detriment of many people's rights Dirisiona : 
(so the injured parties alleged) had been growing up in ' ° * 
the course of some seven centuries. The first settlers had 

been Angles, who penetrated up a great estuary the broad 
entrance of which had not yet been blocked up by the 
sand-bank where Great Yarmouth was afterwards built. 
They formed a settlement at one of its northern heads on 
the bank of the Wensum just where the estuary ceased 
and the river was entered. Possibly from its situation in 
regard to this estuary the settlement obtained its name of 
* Northwic' One of the early chiefs or kings must have 
thrown up the great artificial mound on which was after- 
wards placed the Keep of the Norman Castle. This mound 
forms the northern end of a high ridge of ground which, 
parting from the river at the extremity of what I have 
called the apex of the inverted pyramid, runs parallel with 
the river for some distance, leaving at the foot of its steep 
eastern escarpment a strip of meadow ground, narrow 
towards the south but afterwards broadening out towards 
the north into a large expanse of marshy land, which was

called the ' Cowholm/ the site in later times of the Cathe- 
dral. On this river-side meadow south of the Cowholm 
was the earliest Angle settlement. Somewhere here the 
early Angle kings had a ford over the river and the dis- 
trict therefore became known as 'Conesford,' originally 
* Cyningesford/ the king's ford. The settlers gradually 
pushed up the hillside to the top of the ridge, on which was 
an ancient road called ' Berstrete,' i.e. Berg or Hill Street. 

5. Meanwhile either the Angles or at all events at a 
later time the Danes ascended the river, passed the abrupt 
bend which it takes to the west at the north of the Cow- 
holm, and settled on either bank. The southern settlement 
was called ' Westwyk,' evidently in reference to the earlier 
settlement of Conesford, which lay to the east on the other 
side of the Castle Hill. The settlement on the northern 
bank had no such distinctive name. The earliest name of 
a portion of it was * Coselanye,' the latter syllable of which 
must have been derived from an island in the river. But 
although the name has lasted to this day it never was used 
for the whole district.^ 

All these three settlements had grown together into a 
flourishing * burgus ' by the time of King Edward the Con- 
fessor, when the Domesday Survey records 1288 burgesses 
as resident ' in burgo,' besides 82 belonging to Harold as 
Earl of East AngJia in the neighbourhood of the Castle, 
and 50 belonging to Stigand, Bishop of Thetford, in a small 
district to the north-west of the Cowholm. 

6. About the time of the Norman Conquest, by the joint 
action of the king and the earl, a * novus Burgus ' was 
added for the benefit of the ' Frenchmen.' It lay to the 
west of the Castle and was at first called * Newport,' ue, 
\ novus burgus,' but afterwards took the name of * Mane- 
croft ' from a great croft near the church of St. Peter which 
was founded simultaneously with the new burgh. This 
district became the site of the great market, and by the 



* The name ' Ultra Aquam ' mast when Manoroft had become the centre 
have been given in Norman times of the borough. 
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"thirteenth century had grown to be the centre of the life of 
the whole community. 

It is plain from this statement that the four great divi- when ure* 
sions which the Roll of 1288 describes as four ' Leets ' were the four 

*Leet8' 

divisions of great antiquity. The question, however, remains, 
When were they formed into administrative districts ? and. 
When did they become ' Leets ' or sections of criminal 
jurisdiction ? For the solution of this question we have no 
documentary evidence to guide us, and can only catch at 
any clue that offers itself. 

7. The first is afforded by the fact that in 1223 the pbercp. 

^ incideQUy 

government of the City was placed in the hands of four "^fj^'^^j^l^^^, 
Bailiffs. In the earliest existing evidence bearing on the ^^{^^ 
subject we find that one of these BaiHffs was chosen for each 
Leet. Although this information begins at a late date 
(Assembly Roll, 1365), yet there is every reason to suppose 
that such had been the practice from the first. We may 
therefore take for granted that the number of four Bailiffs 
was fixed upon to correspond with these four divisions. It 
would seem to follow that at the time of the first appoint- 
ment of four Bailiffs the four divisions were already recog- 
nised as so many integral units of municipal organisation. 
Assuming, however (as I hope to show), that the authority 
to hold courts for criminal presentments coincided VTith 
the appointment of Bailiffs (p. xviii.), we must either pre- 
sume that these four divisions were not called ' Leets * till 
1223, or that the word had before that time another 
meaning. Professor Maitland, in Vol. II. of this series 
(p. Ixxiii) has pointed out that to hold a Leet meant origin- 
ally no more than to hold the ' view of frankpledge.' In 
this sense these divisions may have been called ' Leets ' in 
the twelfth century. Blomefield in his * History of Norwich ' or at oiose 
at the close of King Henry II.'s reign gives what seems to oent'i^ 
be such a use of the word. He says that in 1184 the citizens 
claiming exemption from serving at Leets belonging to the 
Fee of the King's Castle or in some other places * were com- 
manded to serve for the future in that leet or view wherein 
they dwelt.' This, however, might only mean that they

^ere to attend the court of the lord in whose jurisdiction they 
lived, the burgh itself being part of the king's demesne. 

8. It is quite possible that from the time when Henry I. 
ordered the enforcement of frankpledge these four dis- 
tricts may have been treated as separate units. A town 
with 1238 burgesses, if each one had a separate household, 
coidd hardly have been dealt with all at once. If, however, 
the word ' leet ' was used only in the case of a privileged 
lord or a chartered borough to distinguish a franchised 
court from the Sheriflfs Tourn, we must seek for some time 
when the privilege of holding the view of frankpledge may 
be supposed to have been granted to the citizens. This can 
only have been in 5 B. I. (1194). In that year they obtained 
by royal charter leave to elect their own Provost, and by his 
hands to pay their ' firma burgi ' into the king's exchequer. 
Perhaps the privilege of holding their own view of frank- 
pledge was included in that grant. 

I conclude, therefore, that the four leets, though of 
much greater antiquity, were not called ' Leets * till at least 
1194, and if so called then it was because they were the 
divisions according to which the citizens then first began to 
hold their own view of frankpledge. 

9. When we pass from the four great divisions to consider 
the smaller subdivisions as they are seen to have existed in 
1288 the problem presented to us is of a different character. 
They were not old divisions that had grown up with the 
growth of the town hke the four large ones. On the con- 
trary, the evidence seems distinctly to warrant the belief 
that they arose out of the combined requirements of the 
frankpledge system and the duty of making criminal pre- 
sentments. 

An analysis of the first Boll will show the character of 
the evidence. 

Its first heading is ' Leet of Conesford on Monday next 
after Ash Wednesday in the 16th year of the reign of King 
Edward.' 

On that day twelve Capital Pledges make presentment 
on their oath of various offences. 
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They are followed (the days are not here specified) by subdiv. s 
twelve other Jurors who do the same. 

It is not stated in this Boll for what districts these 
two sets of presentments are made. The defect, however, 
is remedied by the fragment called ' Eoll III.' (p. 38). From 
that it appears that the first set of Capital Fledges answered 
for the southern end of Conesford Street, the district includ- 
ing six parishes. The other set answered for the northern 
end of the street, including four parishes. 

After this twelve Jurors make presentments for a dis- subdiy. 3 
trict called * Berstrete.' 

The Boll next proceeds to presentments headed ' Mane- B.Maneoroffc 
erofk,' and first 'Parish of St. Stephen,' for which twelve ^''*^^-^ 
presenters appear. 

Then comes the * Parish of St. Peter de Manecroft,' the subdiv. s 
most important parish in the City, including the market. 
For it thirty persons make presentments. 

Next follow the ' Parishes of St. Giles, St. Margaret, St. c. wymcr 

° Subdiv. 1 

Swithun and St. Benedict.' These were in the Leet of 
Wymer * or Westwyk. In this Boll the heading of the Leet 
is inadvertently omitted. For these parishes twelve pre- 
senters appear. 

Next for the two 'Parishes of St. Lawrence and St. subdir.s 
Gregory * twelve persons answer ; 

And then thirteen for the 'Parishes of St. John de subdiy.a 
Madermarket, St. Gross, St. Andrew, St. Michael de 
Motstowe and St. Peter ' [Hungate] ;

And then those made by fifteen others for the remaining 
ten parishes in that Leet. 

The existence of the organisation thus revealed is fully 
confirmed by the other Rolls of Presentments, and by inci- 
dental notices occurring in the Bolls of Amercements. 

10. The following observations suggest themselves : — 

(1) The presentments are made by the Capital 
Pledges of the tithings.* This will be more fully 
shown further on. 

(2) The subdivisions are composed of groups of 
parishes and are of unequal size, sometimes con- 
taining one parish, sometimes many. 

(8) The number of presenters is never less than 
twelve, and in three districts considerably more. 
These considerations obviously point to the theory that 
the subdivisions of the Tjeets were so organised originally 
that each should contain at least twelve tithings, and there- 
fore be able to make presentments through twelve Capital 
Pledges, the minimum number which the commonly accepted 
custom of the country, confirmed by royal ordinance ^ only 
a few years before the date of this Boll, held to be essential 
for the presentment of criminal offences. Hence a populous 
parish could stand alone, and less populous parishes had 
to be associated with one or more of their neighbours. 

11. Can we say when this organisation first originated ? 
I cannot doubt that the answer is, At the time of the 
appointment of four Bailiffs in 1228. This, I think, was 
what led to the substitution of Bailiffs for a Provost, viz. 
because the citizens were then authorised to hold their own 
courts for presentment of offences and take the profits 
themselves. The Assize of Clarendon had ordered the 
Sheriff to receive such presentments annually in the Hun- 
dred Court. Norwich was a Hundred of itself, and presum- 
ably the Sheriff would summon the responsible presenters 
to attend his court in the Castle enclosure for the purpose.

shall it be observed of every Bailiff 
of Franchise*' 
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But wh6n this privilege was granted to the citizens, and the 
business was carried to their own private court, the proper 
president would be the Bailiff of the Hundred, representing 
the lord as the sheriff represented the king, the lord in the 
case of Norwich being the king himself. In accordance 
with this view we find in 1288 each of the four Leets organ- 
ised as a Hundred with its Bailiff, Constable, and criminal 
court, though, on the one hand, the unity of the City was 
preserved by the Bailiffs sitting together, and, on the other, 
the court of each Leet was subdivided for convenience of 
administration. The title of * Leet ' was not given to the 
subdivisions till a later period. 

12. The subdivisions shown in the Eoll of 1288 appear R«iuctionin

1313. But in the Account Roll of 1364 and in the two Leet fourteenth 

century 

Bolls of 1375 and 1391 a noticeable change is found. The 
number of subdivisions for which separate presentments 
are made is reduced from eleven to ten. This arises from 
the fact that the two districts which were previously formed 
out of the parishes in Conesford Street are at these dates 
represented by only one set of Jurors. A reason for this 
may be found in the circumstance that during the close 
of the thirteenth and the early part of the fourteenth cen- 
turies, first the Grey Friars and then the Austin Friars had 
enclosed two large spaces in this locality, thus considerably 
reducing the number of persons in tithings. It is instruc- 
tive to observe that before this was done permanently it 
appears to have been done on at least one occasion for 
passing convenience. In the Bolls for 1288 and 1290 a set 
of Jurors appears for each of these subleets. The Roll for 
1289, the intervening year, is one of Amercements, and 
only mentions the Capital Pledges when they are amerced. 
A set of thirteen was amerced in that year in the {Great) 
Leet of Conesford, and from the first names would be at 
once taken for the Jury of South Conesford. A closer ex- 
amination, however, reveals the curious fact that the first 
eight names correspond with eight of the jury of South 
Conesford for the previous year, while the last five similarly 
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correspond with five of the jury of North Conesford. Evi- 
dently they had formed but one jury on that occasion, for 
they are amerced as one body for the conceaknent of a 
specified offence.

The four 13. Although the subsequent history of these divisions 

came the aud subdivisioHS belongs rather to the municipal history of 
Wards the City than to the Leets, yet the two subjects are so closely 
connected together that no account of the earlier ' Leet ' 
divisions would be complete without a notice of their subse- 
quent adaptation to municipal purposes, 
in 1408-1417. Whcu the constitution of the City was remodelled be- 
tween 1403 and 1417 the four great Leets retained their 
position as the principal divisions. They were called the 
four Great Wards, with the old names of Conesford, Man- 
croft,* Wymer, and Over-the- Water. The electors of each 
Great Ward chose six Aldermen and an unequal number 
of the sixty Common Councillors.

The retention of the number ten at 
first is curious, and shows that the ' Aldermen ' had not yet 
acquired their full magisterial maturity. This development 
was not long after effected, for in an undated document ^ 
(probably soon after 1450), the City is described as ' quadri- 
partita * into four Wards (with the four old names) and each 
Ward is divided into * three Aldermanries.* These districts 
are the old subdivisions with only such modifications as were 
necessary to make three in each Ward. Unfortunately the 
latter part of this interesting document is lost. Before the 
end of the fifteenth century, however, we find them called 
' the twelve Wards,* and bearing the names which continued 
till 1885. The Great Ward of Conesford was subdivided into 
the three Small Wards of South Conesford, North Cones- 
ford, and Berstreet ; the Great Ward of Mancroft into the 
three Small Wards of St. Stephen, Mancroft, and St. Giles ; 
the Great Ward of Wymer into the three Small Wards of 
West Wymer, Middle Wymer, and East Wymer, and the 
Great Ward Over-the- Water into the three Small Wards of 
Coslany, Colegate, and Pybridge. Two Aldermen were 
elected for (not by) each Small Ward. They were elected 
for life. Each was a magistrate for his own Small Ward, 
and when he had passed the chair of mayoralty he was a 
magistrate for the whole City.

divisions, raises a question which can hardly be passed c^xs)? 
over. The account I have given of the probable origin of 
the four great divisions, and still more of the twelve sub- 
divisions is irreconcileable with a statement which at first 
sight might seem to furnish a satisfactory explanation of 
the somewhat peculiar double organisation which existed 
so many centuries in Norwich. I allude to a statement 
made by Sir Francis Palgrave in ' The Eise and Progress 
of the English Commonwealth,* i. 97 : — ' In East Anglia

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there existed a duodenary division, the Hundred being dis« 
tributed into twelve Leets or Tribes : that is to say, into 
four head Leets, each containing three subordinate Leets.' 

About 1184 
the Hundred of Thingoe in Suffolk was divided into twelve 
Leets, of which the Abbot of St. Edmund held nine 
(Gage's 'History of Suffolk,' p. xii). Pal grave was well 
acquainted with East Anglia, and refers to the Norwich 
Kecords. When his book was published, Norwich was still 
divided into four Great and twelve Small Wards. He pro- 
bably knew that these divisions had once been called Leets, 
and perhaps he founded his statement chiefly on the case 
of Norwich, especially as Yarmouth and Ipswich were also 
divided into Leets. This is the more probable as the 
statement is modified in the Table of Contents (p. xii), by 
being referred to the ' Borough Hundreds of East Anglia.' 
If this statement is to be accepted it would be necessary to 
suppose that the double set of divisions in the Leet Bolls 
was a relic of a more uniform system of earlier days which 
was once more restored during the fifteenth century. With 
regard, however, to the four Leets of Norwich, the late 
settlement of Mancroft makes it almost impossible that 
there should have been such an arrangement before the 
Conquest. With regard to twelve divisions symmetrically 
arranged, the Norwich records show no such arrangement 
till well into the fifteenth century. In 1288 there are 
eleven, and they are arranged in two sets of three, one of 
four, and one of two. Afterwards, one of the first sets is 
reduced to two, and the whole number to ten. Neverthe- 
less it may be true that originally the number of subdivi- 
sions had been twelve. Twelve was a number most closely 
associated with the Hundred. Some further observations 
on this point may be reserved till we come to consider the 
working of the tithing system (see below, Section X. 8). 
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III. Place and Times of Holding the Courts. 

1. The Rolls make no reference to the place where the froceedinRs 

* took place in 

presentments were made. Only in the general heading to 00^^'^^'' 
the RoU of 1375 it is described as the Roll of the Verdicts ^ToiboSL* 
of the Leets 6e/ore the Bailiffs ('coram Ballivis'). This 
must mean in the Bailiffs' Court. This would of course be 
the natural place, unless each Leet had a separate court of 
its own, of which there is no evidence whatever. The 
Bailiffs' Court in the thirteenth century was held in a 
building which occupied the site of the later Guildhall, and 
was called the * Tolboth,' or the * Tolhus.' It is frequently 
alluded to in the contemporary Conveyance Rolls under 
the name of * Theolonium,' or ' Domus ' or * Curia Theo- 
lonii/ and is so distinguished from the Sheriffs' Court, 
which stood within the exempt precinct of the Castle, and 
was called * Curia Comitatus.' When spoken of simply as 
a Court the former is called ' Curia Norwici * or * Curia 
Civitatis.' The Tolhouse is said to have been a small 
thatched building, and must have been altogether inade- 
quate to the requirements of the City at the close of the 
thirteenth century. It was, however, the chief oflScial 
building of the City and was certainly used for public judi- 
cial business. Pleas in pursuance of the king's Writs of 
Right are said to be held ' in Theolonio Norwici.' ^ A 
prisoner is said to be tried ' coram Ballivis et tota commu- 
nitate totius civitatis in Tolboth.' ^ Here the Bailiffs must 
have sat almost daily to hear pleas or try issues or record 
recognitions of bonds and deeds of conveyance, and also, as 
it seems, to hear ' appeals ' from injured complainants. In 
the Leet Roll of 1288 (p. 5), the Capital Pledges of Ber- 
strete present that Beatrice daughter of Robert Beumund 
* levavit hutesium et secuta fuit usque ad Teolonium.' This 
must surely imply that she expected to find a sympathetic 
court sitting there, and not merely an official to take down 
the charge. The entry may be compared with another in 

1 Gonyeyance Bolls. ' Crown Plea Boll, 34 H. III. 
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a surviving Roll * which states that in the 48 Henry HI. 
Katerine, wife of Stephen Justice, having had her house 
burglariously entered ^ statim levavit hutesium et clamorem 
de vico in vicum de parochia ad parochiam de domo ad 
domum quousque venit in presentia Ballivorum et Corona- 
torum/ Here, then, no doubt the Bailiffs sat to receive 
the presentments of the Capital Pledges ; and the business 
occupied them for portions of at least four or five weeks. 
Sessions held 2. The time when the Courts were held may be roughly 
described as the season of Lent. Only one Boll, that for 
1391 (p. 69), gives the days of the different sessions through- 
out. The practice, however, had evidently not changed. 
In all the other Bolls there are only three notices of the day 
of sitting. In Boll I. the Leet of Conesford is stated to be 
held on the * Monday next after Ash Wednesday' {post 
camiprivium). In Boll III. the presentments for (South) 
Conesford (p. 88) are made on the Monday next after the 
Feast of St. Valentine. This, being 20 Feb. 1290, would 
again be the first Monday in Lent. On that occasion the 
presentments for (North) Conesford are recorded as being 
taken on the following day. 

But most of the early Bolls have a set of entries from 
which we may judge of the duration of the business. It 
was the custom to appoint two collectors to gather in the 
fines, and at the end of each of the four Great Leets is 
entered an account of the moneys they have received and 
the dates when they have paid them over. Thus in Boll II. 
(1289 : p. 27) the payments were made for Conesford 
on Saturday after the Feast of St. Gregory the Pope (19 
March), Saturday after the Feast of the Annunciation of 
the Blessed Mary (26 March), Thursday after the same 
feast (81 March), Saturday on the vigil of Palm Sunday 
(2 April), Thursday next following (7 April), and on Satur- 
day before the Close of Easter (16 April). Those for Man- 
croft were made on the same days, omitting Thursday, 31 
March. Those for Wymer were made on three Saturdays, 

' Catalogued as a Coroner's Boll. 
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19 and 26 March, and 2 April, and on Thursday 7 April. 
Those for Over-the- Water, on the four Saturdays and the 
second of the two Thursdays. The first of these Saturdays 
(19 March) was the third Saiturda/ in Lent. Certain fines 
on forestallers and others, not presented in particular Leets, 
were paid in on Saturday before the Feast of SS. Philip and 
James (30 April). In Roll IV. (1291 : p. 38) the payments 
were all made on Saturdays : Over-the- Water from Satur- 
day 3 March to Saturday 24 March ; Wymer, the same ; 
y Manecroft, from Saturday 10 March to Saturday 7 April ; 

and Conesford from Saturday 17 March to Saturday 7 
April. In this year 3 March was the Saturday before Lent, 
which fell very late. In 1293 they extended from Saturday 
7 March (fourth Saturday in Lent), to Saturday 28 March 
(Easter Eve). In 1300 they are unusually late — from 
Saturday 2 April (Vigil of Palm Sunday) to Saturday 23 
April. 

3. It is a little dijfficult to understand from the pay- suweetg

ments how the sessions had been taking place. If each separate 

® ^ days, but 

subleet had a separate day to itself, it might have been \^^^^ 
expected that they would occupy four weeks. But in 1289, 
all the four Leets have fines paid in on 19 March (third 
Saturday in Lent). If, therefore, the sittings had com- 
menced, as in 1288 and 1290, on the first Monday in Lent, 
either they must all have been finished in three weeks, or 
perhaps a Great Leet was not taken all at once, but the sub- 
leets were mixed together, and so some out of each Leet 
may have been t£tken in the course of the three weeks, 
though all perhaps were not finished. 

That this may have been the case is rendered probable i>ate8 of 

sessions in 

by the precise notices given in Roll XL for 1391. As iwi 
already explained, there are only ten sets of presentments 
made then, and the districts are treated as separate Leets. 
They follow the almost invariable order from Conesford to 
Over-the-Water in their sequence on the Roll, but the dates 
of session are curiously intermixed. The weeks are speci- 
fied as the weeks in Lent, and the days of sitting are as 
follows, arranged chronologically : — =

rv. The Constitution of the Court. 

1. The two matters of most importance to be considered 
under this head are, Who made the presentments and to 
whom were they made ? 

Taking the latter first, there can be no reasonable doubt 
that the presiding officials in the Court were the four Bailiffs 
and that they sat together throughout the whole of the ses- 
sions. The only place where this is distinctly stated, in the 
heading to the Boll of 1876, has been already quoted. The 
first heading on Roll VII. for 1300 (p. 50) probably impUes 
the same thing : ' Presentaciones Lete de Conesford Anno 
xxviii^ temporibus Johannis Clerici, Bogeri de Tudenham 
et sociorum eorum.' But throughout all the Bolls the 
Bailiffs are mentioned as the supreme authority whose 
rights were being vindicated. The constantly recurring 
phrase 'per quod Ballivi amittunt theolonium' may be 
taken as evidence of this. Still more direct evidence of 
their authority in the Court is another phrase which is fre- 
quently used of some offender who has been presented : 
' condonatur per Ballivos.' In Boll I. (p. 4) William Calf, 
a Capital Fledge of Berstrete, is in mercy * pro magno con-

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temptu facto BaUivis quia noluit prestare sacramentum. 
Postea juravit.' His name immediately afterwards occurs 
among the jurors and is marked ' jur.'

name of the citizens? The court was the court of a citiMns 
privileged franchise and the holders of the franchise were 
the citizens. If, therefore, the citizens as a body occupied 
the position of the lord of a manor, the Bailiffs in presiding 
at the Leets might have corresponded to the lord's steward. 
But the case of a borough which was itself a Hundred was 
not that of a Manor cut off from the jurisdiction of the 
Hundred but of a Hundred where this particular jurisdiction 
was transferred from the Sheriff to some other nominees of 
the king. Bemembering also that Norwich formed part of 
the king's demesne, and that he had a double lordship over 
it, it seems likely that the king rather looked upon himself 
as foregoing the profits than as altogether parting with the 
jurisdiction. In other words, I think that the Bailiffs sat 
in the court as the representatives of their lord the king, 
and that no nice distinction was drawn between his seign- 
orial and royal rights. An entry near the beginning of the 
first BoU confirms this view. The Capital Fledges of Cones- 
ford say (p. 2), 'De tesauro invento sciunt set presentare 
contempnunt ; ' which seems to mean that they were willing 
to make presentment of offences to the Bailiffs so far as they 
acted for the benefit of the city but declined to give in- 
formation to them as inquisitors acting on behalf of the 
king. Whether the Bailiffs had any assessors is a matter 
to be considered elsewhere (Section VII. 5). 

2. As to the persons by whom the presentments were Present- 
made, the BoUs give very clear evidence that they were bythecapi- 
made by the Capital Pledges of the tithings. of the

St. Stephen ' is the note (p. 7) ' Lanrence de Takelston cap : 
pleg : for extreme contempt. In mercy. Afterwards he took 
the oath/ His name accordingly occurs amongst the rest. 

The second Boll, which is one of Amercements, only con- 
tains the names of the jurors incidentally when they are 
amerced. When mentioned they are plainly called Capital 
Pledges. Thus of Conesford (p. 22) : ' De Radulpho de Suth- 
gate capitali plegio pro concelamento etc. xij d.' Then follow 
the names of twelve other persons fined ' pro eodem.' A 
similar entry (p. 25) is made with regard to the jurors of 
Berstrete. Still more explicit is the entry in reference to the 
jurors of the first of the subleets Over-the- Water (p. 31), 
*De Bogero de Honeworth [and 15 others] capitalibus plegiis 
[written in full] de fine pro concelamento, di marc'.' Similar 
entries are found in the Boll of Amercements IX. The 
fragment for Berstrete (Boll VIII.) and Bolls X. and XI., 
which are in the form of presentments, begin in all the sub- 
leets, ' Gapitales plegii presentant * etc. 

8. Before making their presentments the Capital Pledges 
were sworn. The first and third Bolls are here of special 
were present valuc, for they spccify the number of those who were sworn 
by adding 'jur:' after the name. Not all whose names 
are entered are so marked, although the words ' presentant 
per sacramentum suum ' are made to apply to aU alike.

4. The relation of the Capital Pledges to their tithings Theoapjtai 

_ i. o ^ Pledges ill a 

belongs rather to the general working of the tithing system, auweet ^^ 
It may, however, be observed here that before appearing in bodj, 
coart the Capital Pledges of each subleet must have come 
to some agreement as to the presentments to bo made. 
The presentments are, with very rare exceptions, given as 
the common verdicts of the whole body. One of these excep- 
tions is in the Roll of 1288. Under the subleet of S. Cones- 
ford it is stated (p. 2) : * Omnes in mia pro concelamento. 
Presentat etiam Bicardus Erych quod Alanus de Catton in- 
venit ix bidentes submersos ' etc. Eichard Erych was one of 
the Capital Pledges. More curious is an entry in the Wymer 
Leet in 1293 (p. 44) : ' De Martino de Tudenham pro falsa 
presentatione eo quod presentavit quod quedam mulier que 
vocabatur Lecia occidit Olivam de Hemelington . que quidem 
presentatio non fuit advocata de decennariis suis nee de 
capitali plegio.' Then follows * De Eico de Ho pro eodem. 
De Eado Eussell pro eodem.' The first of these entries, 
that in 1288, is so vague that it is not safe to found any 
argument upon it. There is nothing to show why in this par- 
ticular case one Capital Pledge alone should have made the 
presentment. The other entry, in 1293, is a very suggestive 
one. First, it is the only place in the EoUs where the word 
* decennarius ' occurs. Its conjunction with * capitalis 
plegius ' plainly shows that in Norwich it meant a * member 
of a tithing,' not * the tithingman,' as in some other places. 
Next it must be asked. Whose decennaries and Capital 
Pledge are intended, those of Martin de Tudenham, or those 
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of the woman called Lecia. If those of Martin de Tudenham, 
then we should apparently have the case of a presentment 
being made by a private person (not a Capital Pledge) and 
unsupported by his fellow-tithingmen and his own Capital 
Pledge. This is quite inconsistent with the practice dis- 
closed in these Bolls. The * decennarii sui * must, in my 
opinion, be those of Lecia and an explanation of what hap- 
pened may, I think, be found. Martin de Tudenham occurs 
among the Capital Pledges of St. Laurence and St. Gregory 
in the RoU of 1288. It may be presumed, therefore, that 
he and the other two persons fined with him made 
their false presentment in that capacity. The omission of 
any surname for the woman Lecia makes it impossible to 
identify her. But the surname ' de Hemelington ' occurs 
only in this Leet Boll and in the Conveyance Boll for the 
previous year. In both cases it is the same person who is 
mentioned — Nicholas de Hemelington. In the year before 
this presentment he and his wife Cecillia had a messuage 
conveyed to them in St. Michael de Coslany. There they 
no doubt resided, for in this Leet Boll the ' wife of Nicholas 
de Hemelington ' is among those fined for breaking the 
assize of beer in the Leet Over-the- Water. We may be 
justified, therefore, in concluding that the Oliva who was 
killed belonged to this family. If so the entry may be thus 
explained. The three Capital Pledges of the second subleet of 
Wymer made presentment of an offence committed possibly 
in their district and charged it upon a woman Uving in 
another Leet. The tithingmen of the particular district 
inculpated, supported by their Capital Pledge, refused to be- 
lieve in Lecia's guilt, and therefore the three presenters were 
amerced for false presentment. This explanation assumes 
that Lecia lived in the same district as OHva. It is at all 
events probable that she lived in some other district than 
the one for which the presentment was made. 
and in COD. The entry is interesting as disclosing some part of the 

their process of preparing the presentments for the court. The 

Capital Pledge was not only nominally but actually the 
mouthpiece of the members of his tithing. All his present- 
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xnents had received their assent before he and his fellows 
delivered them in the court. In the present case the * de- 
cennarii ' with their Capital Fledge acted the part of com- 
purgators. Their refusal to support it cleared Lecia from 
a serious charge. The question as to how OUva had come 
by her death must have previously been discussed before 
the Coroner. Perhaps the evidence then given may have 
guided the ' decennarii ' in refusing to admit Lecia's guilt. 

It was not unusual for Capital Fledges to present offences 
belonging properly to another Leet or at least having no 
apparent connection with their own. 

5. It is clear that as a general rule all Capital Fledges ah required 

to \x pre- 

were bound to attend the court. How far this obligation sent, in 

" theory, 

was in practice strictly insisted on will appear to some 
extent in the Mancroft Tithing Boll. 

One subject, however, belongs to their action as and required 

J mi 11 1 to know and 

sworn presenters. They were sworn not only to make present 
true presentments but to hide or keep back no offence, offence 
For neglecting this latter duty they were frequently amerced : 
* Omnes capitales plegii [or juratores,] in mia pro concela- 
mento ' is an entry of frequent occurrence. It is mostly 
(though not always) followed by some specified offence which 
they have neglected to present. On one occasion (p. 12), in 
1288, the Capital Fledges of the subleet of St. Giles were 
declared ' in mercy ' ' quia Johes Swynesheved levavit hute- 
sium super Melisentiam Attethates et non presentaverunt.' 
Then it is added : ' Fostea presentant quod Joties Swynes- 
heved levavit hutesium super Melisentiam Attegates et 
Jotiem le Graunt et Bicardum servientem Melisentie Atte- 
gates.' Can they possibly have been ignorant of what must 
at the time have been notorious throughout the neigh- 
bourhood? The mention of their subsequently making 
a due presentment is unusual and suggests the inquiry 
whether such a sequel is to be imderstood in other similar 
cases. One would suppose that the only object of forcing 
the jurors to make presentment of an offence would be to 
obtain the amercement of the offender through the affeerers, 
which presumably could only follow on formal presentment 
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by the jury. Yet these entries of amercements of the jurors 
for * concealment ' are not followed by any amercement of 
the person who is said to have committed the offence ' con- 
cealed.* 

It appears from these instances that as on the one hand 
it was necessary for at least twelve presenters to agree 
in the presentment of an offence which most of them can- 
not have been personally acquainted with, so on the other 
hand they were held collectively responsible for a know- 
ledge of all the offences committed in their district. This 
implies much previous inquiry amongst their own body and 
also amongst their, tithingmen. Every adult male must 
have been imder the obligation of disclosing every offence 
known to him. The process of preparation for the annual 
Leet can hardly have been agreeable to any of the parties 
concerned. 
Afleerers, 6. Affcerers and Collectors. — The names of Affeerers 

are only twice entered. On EoU VII. (p. 50), at the head 
of the first membrane, is 'Affer* Matheus Thusceyns, 
Bogerus de Batesford.' The Boll begins as usual with the 
Leet of Conesford. To that Leet Boger de Batesford be- 
longed. Matthew Tusceyns, however, certainly belonged to 
the Leet of Mancroft. It appears imlikely, therefore, that 
he should be appointed for Conesford alone, and it might 
be thought that these two were appointed to serve for all 
the four Leets, as no other names are given for the other 
Leets. 
pnibabiy The othcr instance is much clearer and points to a 

amonW tiie different practice. It is in the fragmentary Boll for the 
p?^i^ two subleets of Conesford, marked Boll III. At the foot 
of the first membrane dealing with (South) Conesford is 
this entry (p. 33) : * Afferatores, Bicus Botman, Wilis King, 
Silvester Siger, Badulphus de Suthgate.' All these four 
had been sworn in as jurors for this subleet on this occa- 
sion. It seems certain, therefore, that they were intended 
to act for their own subleet alone. Whether they were 
appointed by the Bailiffs from among the sworn Capital 
Pledges or by the jurors themselves does not appear. 
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7. The CoUectorB are more frequently mentioned, and couectors, 

, wjrjeanta of 

vere evidently permanent servants or Serjeants. EoU II. theBaUins 
is precise on this point as on several others. At the 
commencement of the Leet of Conesford are the words 

* Pre' Michi, Eado.' At the end certain moneys are ac- 
counted for as 'Eecepta per manus Mictiis.' Similarly 
the names of two persons are given at the head of the 
other Leets, and amounts are accounted for at the end by 
one or both of them. The contraction ' Pre* * is sometimes 
followed by the contraction for * est. ' No doubt the mean- 
ing is 'preceptum est.' Though these headings do not 
occur in other Bolls, the payments do, and the names of 
the persons by whom they were made. From a comparison 
of the various occurrences of the names it appears that the 
same names recur in diflferent years and sometimes for one 
Leet, sometimes for another. One of the persons so named 
(p. 47) is in one case described as * Eicus serviens.' Another, 

* Witts de Keteringham,' may be assumed to be the same as 
a person of that name presented with his wife in the following 
year for breaking the assize of ale and excused 'quia 
serviens.' They were probably the permanent Serjeants 
of the BailifiFs. 

8. Constable and Sub-Constable. — It may be here men- cjona^awe, 
tioned that a Leet had its own constable. This official is only °* * ^^^ 
once mentioned, viz. in EoU I. (p. 1) where Hugo de Brom- 

holm is described in one of the entries as ' Constable of the 
Leet of Conesford.' It is a case of assault, of which present- 
ment is made by the jurors of (South) Conesford. He was 
at the time one of the acting Capital Pledges for that sub- 
leet. Presumably he had been appointed at the view of frank- 
pledge. He must have held office for the whole Leet and 
not for the subleet only. Constables were officers of a Hun- 
dred, created by the Statute of Winchester (18 Ed. I.) and 
the occurrence of the office here is an incidental proof 
that each Leet was an integral section of a Hundred. 

In the same EoU in the first subleet Over-the-Water is snb-con- 
the entry (p. 18) : 'De Simone de Melton pro maximo con- ?np^JofT' 
temptu facto Ballivis quia noluit prestare sacramentum *"" ^ 
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Buom cum electas fait subconstabalarius per omnes jara- 
tores.* This is entered as a presentment by the jurors, so 
that the offence had occurred previously, and probably that 
election also had taken place at the view of frankpledge, 
the sub-constable holding office for the subleet. 

V. OfTences presented and amerced. 

1. The offences presented and amerced at the Leets 
embraced a very wide area of criminal and correctional 
jurisdiction, including matters personal, social, commercial 
and municipal. 

^JieliTdeath ^^® ^^^®^ ^^ offcuccs may be at once set aside. Murder, 
manslaughter or death by misfortune did not come under 
the cognisance of the court, having been sufficiently dealt 
with by the Coroner. Yet it would appear that, if foul play 
were suspected of having taken place, though no evidence 
of it in the shape of a dead body had been found, it was the 
duty of the Capital Fledges to report it. Such was the view 
taken by the jury of South Conesford in 1289 (Boll III.: 
p. 86) when they reported the murder of a child. The 
court ordered the arrest of the incriminated person. The 
case of Oliva de Hemelington mentioned above (p. xxix) 
must have been one where the murder (if one had been 
committed) had not been brought home to anyone. 
Nuisances, 2. Amoug coguisablc offences may be taken, first, those 

wh^iea^me^ which almost always continued to be dealt with by Leet 
presentments and amercements in all places. Such were 
especially nuisances and the use of defective weights and 
measures, besides market offences, as selling unwholesome 
meat and fish. Of these nothing further needs to be said. 
About one, however, an important observation must be 
made. It is held that a Leet jury could only present a 
public nuisance and not a private one, in which an action 
would lie for a remedy.* This was not the early practice in 
Norwich, private nuisances as well as public being presented.'

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The distinction between a tort and a common nuisance had 
not yet been realised. 

3. Next there was a large catalogue of offences which in 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries were presented at 
the Leets, but were afterwards taken out of their hands. 
They may be described as offences both against the com- 
mon law of the land and also against the customs of the 

city. The most serious of these offences was theft. This Larceny 
was always presented, and occasionally dealt with by 
amercement. But as a rule it was treated as a felony, and 
the thief was ordered to be arrested and to be reserved for 
trial before the Coroners and Bailiffs in the City Court if he 
were taken with the mainour and the charge were supported 
by a suit ; otherwise he was to be kept for the next visit 
of Justices assigned for gaol-deUvery. (Customs, ch. 4.) 
Receivers of stolen goods were merely amerced. 

4. Next to larceny may be named assaults. In the Aaaaaits 
thirteenth century Bolls these are almost invariably de- 
scribed as ' blood-drawing ' and are dealt with by amerce- 
ment. An exception to this rule occurs at the Leet of 
1813 (p. 57), when all such offenders, except in the Leet of 
Conesford, are ordered to be arrested instead of being 
amerced. In the two later Bolls of the fourteenth century 

this offence is described in much fuller detail. 

5. The raising of the hue is a very frequent subject of Hue and my 
presentment. In some of the Bolls it is specified that an 
amercement is imposed for wrongfully raising the hue. In 

most cases it is not so specified, but, as an amercement 
follows, it is doubtless so to be understood. Where the hue 
is said to have been justly raised and yet an amercement 
follows, it will be found that an offence is also mentioned, 
to which the amercement must be taken as referring. It 
is probable that it was the duty of the Capital Pledges to 
make presentment of all raising of the hue, whether rightful 
or wrongful. The first Boll, being in the form of present- 
ments, would include both. The second and others, which 
are in the form of amercements, contain only the cases of 
wrongful raising.

6. Another offence which belonged to the general law 
of the land and was especially within the province of Leet 
jurisdiction was that of not being in a tithing. The court 
was responsible for enforcing the obligation on all who had 
been resident one year in the city, being of the age of 
twelve years, and not coming under the category of any of 
the classes who claimed exemption. In close connection 
with this offence the two later fourteenth century Rolls 
classify that of ' not coming to the Leet.' This offence is 
hardly ever mentioned in the earlier Rolls. Perhaps it is 
included under the head of ' defaults,' but they are not 
numerous. In the two later Rolls a considerable number 
of persons are fined under this head. 

Purprestures, removing bounds, altering watercourses 
and similar offences agamst the common law need no 
remark. 

7. One other class of offences belongs rather to common 
than to municipal law, for they were breaches of rules of 
universal obligation,* those of forestalling, or in any other 
way interfering with the freedom of the public market ; and 
the breaking of the assize of ale and bread. It is a curious 
feature in these Rolls, that while the breaches of the assize 
of ale furnish an inordinate proportion of the whole number 
of amercements, the assize of bread is only incidentally 
mentioned, and no account is taken of defective or fraudu- 
lent loaves or the other offences for which the London 
bakers of this period were so vigorously dealt with. It 
would almost seem as though some other authority took 
such offences under its cognisance. The 33rd Chapter of 
Customs provides for four inspectors of bread, two bakers 
and two citizens of good repute. 

8. There remain offences which may be called strictly 
municipal, or breaches of the Custom of the City. 

The most obvious of these was that of merchandising 
without having been admitted to the freedom of the city. 
With this may be mentioned the offence of defrauding the 
Communitas of its rightful dues by the establishment of

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private gilds for individual trades or crafts. The light thus 
thrown upon the commeicial constitution of the City in the 
thirteenth century is one of the most valuable contributions 
which these Bolls make to our knowledge. It is clear that 
while the admission to citizenship was in the hands of the 
community in general (Customs, ch. 36), the Leet was the 
authority which took cognisance of its rightful exercise. 
There is no trace of a gild merchant undertaking either of 
these offices. It is clear also that admission to citizenship 
meant full freedom to exercise any sort of trade, and that 
the formation of separate craft gilds was resented as an 
interference with the general interests of the whole body of 
citizens. In spite, however, of prohibition and amercement 
the craft gUds flourished, and finally impressed their stamp 
on the City constitution, so that to become a citizen it was 
necessary to be enrolled in one of the trade companies. 
This development was not fully matured till the middle of 
the fifteenth century; but it had begun to work in the 
fourteenth. A slight indication of the change is revealed 
in the Leet Rolls. The expression of the early Rolls ' emit 
et vendit tanquam concivis ' becomes in the Roll of 1391 
(p. 72) ' utitur arte sua.' ^ 

Other breaches of the Customs of the City consisted of ^rk*"^^* 
fraudulent manufacture, such as that of the tanners in the 
preparation of leather ; and fraudulent dealings in trade, 
of which the instances are very numerous. 

9. One more is worthy of notice, the impleading a citizen ^^^f^^ 
in the Court Christian in matters which did *not touch ^^*^**^ 
marriage or wills.' It seldom happened that a jury failed 
to present some offender of this sort. The Rolls of 1375 and 
1391 show that there were persons who made a profit out 
of 'procuring' cases for the ecclesiastical courts (p. 71). It 
would not be difficult in numerous instances so to interpret 
the circumstances of a claim as to bring it under ecclesias- 
tical cognisance, especially when the claimant had failed to 
get what he thought were his rights in a secular court.

V"L Amercements. 

1. Boll II. is yery yaloable for its precise entries, not 
only of the amercements, but of the amounts paid in 
whole or in part, or excused, or for which gages were taken, 
or which were left in arrears. The state of affairs thus dis- 
closed is decidedly curious. (The other Bolls entirely cor- 
respond with this one, omitting the precise details.) 

The amercements in the earlier Bolls vary from 6 d. to 
4 s. They rarely, go beyond that. Occasionally ' half a 
mark ' is imposed, and yery rarely 10 s. or even 20 s. No 
definite relation between an offence and the amount of the 
amercement can be detected. It cannot be doubted that, 
according to the known practice in other matters, such as 
admissions to the freedom of the City, the affeerers estimated 
the amount of the fine according to the presumed capacity 
of the offender to pay. Every now and then some unusually 
heavy amercement seems to mark a special aggravation of 
the offence. 

2. The financial results are very curious and worthy of 
attentive consideration. Take the Leet of Gonesford. First 
come the general offences, as assaults, purprestures, breaches 
of City customs and privileges etc. The amount of amerce- 
ments assessed for these offences is £6 4 s. The amount 
actually recorded as paid is £1 2 s. 4d. Besides the amerce- 
ments excused or pledged (the terms employed are ' con- 
donatur^ and 'vadiatur') amercements to the amount of 
£4 7 s. are marked with 'd ' (debet). After this the breaches 
of the assize of ale are dealt with and mixed up with them 
(in small proportion) the creating a nuisance by putting 
refuse heaps (Jimaria) in the highway. Here matters 
assume a more businesslike aspect, though the method is 
peculiar. Almost every well-to-do housewife in the City 
must have been in the constant habit of brewing and selling 
beer, and breaking the assize. Their annual amercement 
assumed very much the character of an excise duty. The 
usual form of entry is, * De Johe de Morle et uxore eius pro 
assissa cervisie non observata.' Then follow the names of 
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numerous husbands and wives ' pro eodem.' From time to 
time ' et pro fimario ' is thrown in as a kindred offence. 
The numbers are remarkable. In this KoU they are, in 
Conesford 57, Mancroft 84, Wymer 81, Ultra Aquam 64 : 
total 286. A similar number is found in other Bolls. The 
amount of assessed amercements under this head in Cones- 
ford is £8 6 s. Of this £1 17 s. is recorded as paid, but 
only 18 s. are marked as * owing.' The rest is almost 
entirely excused. The practice was this. An amercement 
is assessed at 4 s. This is accompanied by the entry ' solvit 
ij s. residuum condonatur ' (or frequently with an amerce- 
ment of 2 s. ' solvit vj d.'), and at the commencement of 
the entry ' quietus est.' Every single amercement is thus 
in some way accounted for. The authorities were quite 
satisfied to get, at the most, from one quarter to one half of 
the amount as assessed. Putting all the offences together, 
the total amount of amercements assessed for that Leet was 
£16 10 s. ; the money actually paid £2 19 s. 4 d., and the 
amount marked as still owing £5. The collector, Michaelis, 
accounts for £S 11 s. 8 d. His accounts, which are intended 
for records of payment to some official, are rendered on four 
successive Saturdays and two intervening Thursdays. On 
the first day 16 s. is accounted for, and on the second 
87 s. 11 d. The others are smaller sums. This looks as if 
at the end of a certain term the defaulters passed out of his 
hands to be dealt with, probably, by the Bailiffs. How 
much of the arrears they ever succeeded in obtaining is ex- 
tremely doubtful. 

8. The Leet of Manecroft in the same Boll rather oftheLe«e

strengthens the features thus disclosed. In that Leet the 
amount of assessed amercements for general offences is 
£6 16 s., and of this only the paltry sum of 6 s. 9 d. is 
accounted for as paid. The amount for breaches of the 
assize of ale is £12 11 s., of which £8 9 s. 6 d. is accounted 
for; and for 'fimaria' 19s., of which only 8s. 8d. is 
received. In all, the assessed amercements are £20 6 s. ; 
the amount received £8 19 s. 6 d. Brid and Makabe, the 
collectors, account for £4 8 8. 8 d. at various intervals as 
before. 
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Of wymer 4. The Wymer accouDts are : — Assessed for general 

offences, £4 6 s. 8 d. ; for breaking the assize, £10 6 s. d. : 
£14 12 s. 8 d. The collectors account for £3 1 s. 10 d. 

iqS^ ^^ Ultra Aquam : — For general offences, £2 7 s. 8d. ; 

for breaking the assize, £11 18 s. d. ; accounted for by 
collectors, £4 2 s. 6 d. 

MisceDa- Certain trade offences committed by whole trades were 

dealt with for the whole City and not in Leets. The 
assessed amount for these is £7 4 s. 6 d., of which £2 1 s. 
4 d. is accounted for. 

Of the City The totals for the whole City are: — Assessed amerce- 

ments, £72 18 s. 10 d. ; accounted for by collectors, 

re^r"^** £17 s. 2 d. Even allowing for the debts which may have 
been got in, the result can hardly be called satisfactory. 
The Account Boll for 1364 (p. 77) gives some insight into 
the collection of amercements. 

'Pardoning' 5. « Condofuitur.' — Mcutiou has several times been 

of amerce- 
ments made of the fact that amercements after being assessed 

were either wholly or in part excused or pardoned. In 

many cases this is simply expressed by the note * condo- 

natur,' without any reason being assigned. Sometimes the 

reason ^ quia pauper ' is added, or some special reason as 

* quia amens,' ' quia serviens,* or * quia janitor ' (at one of the 

City gates). Sometimes * per Ballivos ' is added : whether 

this expresses anything more than the simple ' condonatur ' 

is not clear. No one else but the Bailiffs can be supposed 

to have had the requisite authority. 

Besides these reasonable causes of pardon there are two 

of great interest, for they touch upon cardinal principles in 

the working of the frankpledge system in the City. 

Intervention The first is this. In twenty different cases in this Boll 

citizens of 1289 it is noted against an amercement ^ condonatur ad 

instantiam Henrici clerici,' or of some other person. 

These entries are not found so frequently in the other Bolls 

but they are not unknown. There are several in Boll V. 

and Boll YII. In this last the practice is to put only the 

name of the person intervening without the preliminary 

' ad instantiam,' except in two instances, where the full 
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expression is used. The intention is evidently the same. 
These interventions occur most frequently, as might be 
supposed, in breaches of the assize of ale, but also in the 
amercements for general offences. Altogether the number 
of persons who thus intervened is twenty-five. A brief 
analysis will show who and what they were. Two may be 
dismissed as not leading to any conclusion, ' Fratres 
Minores * and ' Prior Predicatorum.' They may be sup- 
posed to have made interest with the Bailiffs on behalf of a 
friend or dependent. Two others also seem to involve no 
principle. They are Michaelis and Eanulphus Belle, two 
of the collectors whom I have presumed to have been Ser- 
jeants of the Bailiffs. Of the twenty-one who remain, it is 
plain at first sight to anyone acquainted with the citizens 
of that period that nearly all of them were among the very 
foremost. No less than eleven of them were Bailiffs : some 
several times over. Three others were men who at various 
times held positions of official influence. Gervase le 
Graunt was advocate for the city in a Plea held at West- 
minster between the citizens and the Prior in 1292.* 
Thomas Wisse acted as Clerk of the Bailiffs in 1287 when 
the Common Clerk was at Westminster ' super compotum 
suum.' ^ Thomas de Framingham is described in 1290 as 
Attorney for the Commonalty * pro libertatibus calumpni- 
andis.' ' Of the other seven, Nigel de Foxelee was a 
'merchant, citizen of Norwich.' Another was 'Master 
John Man, clerk.' ' Master ' was, I think, an academic 
and not an ecclesiastical title, and John Man, though a 
clerk, was married. Of four more I can find no trace. 
There remains one who stands alone, ' Is' de Tudenham.' 
This cannot be any other than Isabella de Tudenham, wife 
of Eoger de Tudenham, one of the then Bailiffs. 

6. It is of course a fair argument that all these were were these 
instances of persons using their private interest with the JS^Sf ** 
Bailiffs for their own friends. But, considering how many frank^^ 
of them belonged to the highest official class, the question ^ ^

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certainly suggests itself, Have we here a trace of a class who 
were above the obligation of frankpledge and were present 
in the court as informal Assessors to the Bailiffs, or, in other 
words, forming the court of which the Bailiffs were the sole 
executive ? It may be observed that although four of those 
who thus intervened in 1289 were the BaiUffs presiding at 
the time, the personal intervention of a single one is 
clearly distinguished from the official and combined action 
of the four, which is expressed as * condonatur per Ballivos.' 
(Only very rarely is the word * per ' used of a single person.) 
The importance of the question is seen by reference to a 
statement made . by Bracton who says (f. 124 b) that a 
man need not be in frankpledge if he has ' quod sufficiat 
pro francoplegio sicut dignitatem vel ordinem vel libe- 
rum tenementum, vel in civitate rem immobilem.* One 
would have thought this last clause would have exempted 
nearly all the citizens of Norwich." Yet it is plain from 
the instances given below in William Bele's tithing in 
St. Stephen (Section X. 8), and also from many of the 
names entered in the Tithing Boll, that no such broad 
exemption could have existed in Norwich. Still we know 
that there was a class who went by the vague description 
of * probi homines ' or * discretiores ' or other terms of 
similar import. These interveners are for the most part 
the persons who would be reckoned in such a class, and to 
find them intervening in the Leet court certainly suggests 
that they may have been there for some other purpose than 
merely to assist a friend. The question might be almost 
decided by the expression * de diversis cruce signatis' used 
in Roll XII. (p. 77), if only we could be sure of its meaning in 
that place. The mark of a cross ordinarily means absence 
without excuse, and the 45th Chapter of Customs so uses it 
in a very important connection. Public business, it says, was 
hindered by the bad attendance of citizens at public meet- 
ings. Therefore substantial citizens from each Leet {i.e, 
each of the four Great Leets) were to be served with notices 
to attend on particular days. A serjeant was to come pre- 

* A large number of the citizens were apparently freeholders. 
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pared mth a panel and if any thus specially Bummoned 
failed to attend he was to have a cross set against his name 
with a view to his subsequent amercement. If we knew 
that this was the meaning of the expression in the Account 
Eoll it would go far to prove that substantial citizens were ' 
required at the Leets to form a court. Unfortunately, as 
noticed in that Boll, the meaning there is too uncertain to 
form the basis of such a conclusion. 

7. The other special cause assigned for the pardoning of Amerce- 
amercements is also of much interest. In eleven instances mied oiT 
of amercements in Eoll II, (pp. 26, 27) is added the note 
* condonatur quia causa non est vera.' This actual expres- 
sion occurs only in this Eoll, but in Eoll V. (pp. 43, 45) are 
the similar notes ' quia non braciat ' — ' quia tenuit assissam.' 
The law, at least of a later time, held that a presentment 
at a Court Leet (not touching freehold) made by a jury of 
twelve persons could not be traversed. In the cases here 
referred to the presentments were received and the amerce- 
ment assessed, and after that an appeal must have been 
made to the Bailiffs, who, perhaps with the help of a spe- 
cial jury, decided that the charge was not true; Kitchin 
states ^ that a presentment could not be traversed if the day 
were passed on which it was made ; but ' on the same day 
a man might have an action of false presentment against 
the jurors and have recovery.' These instances, howevjBr^ Jk' 
seem to indicate that a rather more summary courstij^f 
procedure was the practice in these Norwich courts in^e 
thirteenth century. 
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VII. The Working of the Frankpledge System. The 

Capital Pledges. ^ >^ 

1. Having now gathered up the varioiiR fragment#of jflH^lr^' 
information which may be obtained from these liolls witii/^^ ^ ^ ^ M' 
respect to the Leet organisation of the City, the coui^' ^^ ^ 'x^ 
and their proceedings, and the character of the offences * ^ fjf^ 

presented, we may next inquire what light^ they throw on # 
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• he Courte Leete, 42 b. 
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the organisation and working of the frankpledge system. 
What can be learned as to the number and composition of 
the tithings and as to the ofiSce of Capital Pledge ? It will, I 
think, save repetition and add clearness to our view of the 
existmg evidence if we start with the Capital Pledges, for 
they run through the whole of our evidences, whereas our 
special knowledge of the composition of the tithings is 
almost exclusively to be derived from the Mancroft Tithing 
EoU. 
cfk*/ ^^ begin with, then, we have a satisfactory foundation 

piefiges to work upou ui the detailed lists of Capital Pledges for all 
the subdivisions of the City in the Roll of 1288. To com- 
pare with these we have lists of Capital Pledges amerced in 
1289 in Conesford and Berstrete and in the second subleet 
Over-the- Water. Then there are two lists for the two sub- 
leets of South and North Conesford in 1290, and a list 
for the second subleet Over-the- Water in 1291. The evidence 
of these various lists is still further confirmed by another list 
which may be put together without any difficulty. In 
14 Edward I. (1286), just two years before the date of the 
EoU of 1288, there had been held a very searching inquiry 
in the City by the Itinerant Justices. No previous Eyre had 
been held since 53 Henry III. (1269), after which, in 1272, 
had occurred the disastrous riot between the citizens and 
the monks of the cathedral which amongst other results 
had led to the flight of many of the citizens. The Judges 
in 1286 made diligent inquiry concerning the chattels of 
the fugitives and in each case is recorded either the name 
of the person in whose tithing the fugitive was, or else 
why he was not in a tithing at all. Several copies of the 
proceedings exist, in the Crown Plea Roll * in the Public 
Record Office, in the Book of Pleas ^ in the Guildhall at 
Norwich, in an isolated Roll ^ wrongly catalogued among 
the Leet Rolls, and in a Roll classed with some early 
Coroners' Rolls. They are all evidently taken from the

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same source, but occasionally supplement one another. 
From these sources may be derived a list of fifty persons 
from whom tithings were named throughout the city in 
1286. At least twenty-five out of the fifty are found 
among the Capital Pledges of 1288. 

A distinct source of information after a lapse of several 
years is to be found in a list of the Capital Pledges of the 
Mancroft subleet who were amerced in 1318. For the 
present it is sufiScient to observe that this Ust almost exactly 
taUies with the names of some of the Capital Pledges in 
the Mancroft Tithing Boll. 

2. A very cursory comparison of these lists, especially a capital 

, X •r pledge con- 

the earlier ones, will inevitably lead to the conclusion that tinned in 

" office for 

a Capital Pledge once appomted remained m oflBce for at several yea™ 
least several years. The fact just mentioned, that of fifty 
Capital Pledges in 1286 no less than twenty-five are found 
still serving in 1288 is of itself suflScient to prove this. 
Or again, the same conclusion may be drawn from the 
otherwise inexplicable custom of calling a tithing from the 
name of a person and not of a locality, which would seem to 
be the natural use. The personal responsibility is what the 
law took notice of. It might be objected that the use of a 
personal name to describe a tithing does not of necessity 
imply that the person was still its head, or even that he was 
stiQ alive, just as in these early documents we constantly 
find a lane called by the name of a leading resident who 
has long been dead. But when we find at least twenty- 
five out of fifty persons from whom tithings are named 
actually serving as Capital Pledges two years and more 
afterwards, it is strong evidence in favour of the conclusion 
that the tithings were called from them because they were 
the recognised officers who, until some other took their place 
represented in the eyes of the law the collective responsi- 
bility of the tithing. 

8. To make it clear that the office of Capital Pledge 
was held with some degree of permanence, the evidence of- 
one subleet will be sufficient. Here are the lists of the 
Capital Pledges who answered for the second subdivision 
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of the Leet Over-the- Water in the three years, 1288, 1289, 
and 1291.

From this it appears that seven of those who were 
serving in 1288 were still holding the same office in 1291. 
Two of these, Koger Abbot and Richard de Stalham are 
among those from whom tithings are named in 1286, so 
that they must have continued in office for at least six 
years. An examination of the Conesford lists would show 
a similar result. Individual instances of a very lengthened 
tenure of the office may perhaps be detected. The name 
of John Slabbard occurs in Conesford in 1288 and in 1290 
and also in 1813, and he may be traced as an inhabitant 
of the district throughout the period. It is difficult also 
to doubt the identity of ' Johes de Aschewell jun.' who is 
mentioned in Mancroft in 1288 and agaia in 1818, both 
times with the same descriptive affix. 

This permanence of a fair proportion of the presenters 
of offences must have greatly facilitated the working of the 
system. 
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VIII. The ManoTofb Tithing Boll.'

the Capital Pledges entirely from that of the tithings, we Rou de- 
may now describe the Mancroft Tithing Roll which has 
already several times been referred to. 

It is made up of four parchment membranes fastened 
together at the top, and consists entirely of sets of names. 
It has neither descriptive heading nor date, the only 
helping being * Leta de Nedham et Manecroft et de Magna 
Newegate.* The mention of this last locality at once 
places the date of the roll as subsequent to 1801, when 
the Leet of Great Newgate, which had been recovered by 
the King from the Prior in 1291, was granted to the 
citizens. 

An examination of the document shows that it is a 
list of all the persons enrolled in tithings in the Leet of 
Mancroft. The membranes are written on both sides, and 
each side contains two columns of names. The names are contains 

sets of 

arranged in sets, a space being left between the end of one names 
set and the beginning of another. At the head of most of 
the sets is a name placed a little out of line with the rest 
and marked * Cap,' the word being generally written after 
the name as well as before it. That these sets of names 
are those of the members of a tithing is plain of itself, and whioh are 
it is so stated. At the foot of one column occurs the ^ "^ 
note, * Bespice supra in eadem decenna ; ' and in another 



* The portion of the Boll of which 
a Faosiinile is here given is taken 
from the centre of the dorse of 
membrane 1. The sets of names, 
or tithings, in the column on the 
left belong to the parish or snbleet 
of St. Stephen. Those on the right 
form the commencement of the 
parish or subleet of St. Peter Man- 
croft. The tithings and the Capital 
Pledges are clearly shown. The 
long coupling line on the left start- 
ing from the name of 'Wilts de 
Catton * and covering the two tithings 
following his own, neither of whioh 
has a Capital Pledge, shows that he 



answered for them all. The mean- 
ing of the long coupling line in St. 
Peter Mancroft covering a tithing 
which has its own Capital Pledge is 
not so apparent. It may have served 
for some special occasion. The short 
coupling lines on the left connect 
the last (original) name in one 
tithing with the first of the next, 
and seem to indicate that two tith- 
ings so connected were permanently 
combined for the purpose of repre- 
sentation. The wavy line marks the 
later addition of several names to 
two of these old tithings combined 
in one.

2. After the original list has been made out and osed 
it has been the subject of a great many alterations. In 
three membranes nearly the whole of the spaces originally 
left between the sets of names are filled in, and the foorth 
membrane is an additional one, added because there was 
no space left in the other membranes. It is headed ' Leta 
de Nedham et Manecroft,' and refers back to the former 
lists, as * Adhuc Cap' pV Johes de Ely Lorymer,' and then 
come a few names to be added to his tithing. 

The original list can, however, be recovered with a fair 
approach to certainty. It contains about 690 names. 

8. Perhaps the most useful feature which the Boll 
reveals is one which throws no little light on the date 
of the document, the working of the whole tithing system 
at that period, and especially on the original organisation 
of the subleets. It is found that the names of a large 
number of the Capital Pledges correspond in a most 
remarkable manner with those of the subleet of St. Peter 
Mancroft who were amerced at the Leet of 1313. In order 
to appreciate the full significance of this correspondence a 
little more explanation is necessary. 

The whole list is divided into two parts: the first 
headed ' Parochia Sci Stephani,' and the second * Poch 
Sci Petri de Manecroft.' The former we may dismiss at 
present. The list for St. Peter Mancroft contains either 
thirty-two or thirty-three sets of names. In one case it is 
doubtful whether a separate set is really intended. For 
convenience sake we may number these sets from 1 to 83. 
It is to be observed that many of these sets are not pro- 
vided with a Capital Pledge at all. They are connected 
with others by coupling lines. The sets which may be 
numbered 5, 8, 14, 16, 18, 19, 22, 26, 81, and 82 are thus 
vacant. This leaves twenty-three with Capital Pledges. 
Now the pumber amerced in the Eoll of 1318 is twenty- 
three, and almost the whole of these twenty-three corre- 
Hpond with names in the Tithing Roll and occur m exactly 
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the same order, thus showing that the list of Capital 
Pledges who served at the Leet of 1313 must have been 
taken from the Tithing Boll, and moreover that these 
Capital Pledges represented not merely their own twenty- 
three tithings, but the whole of the thirty-three in the 
subleet. 

The correspondence between the two sets of Capital 
Pledges will be seen more clearly by setting down in two 
parallel columns, first, the whole number of tithings on the 
Tithing EoU with the Capital Pledges where there are any, 
and secondly, the Capital Pledges as they are recorded in 
the Eoll of Amercements of 1313. The order of the names 
in the latter column is not altered : they are only placed 
opposite to the corresponding names in the first column.

Tithfii***Rou *^*^"^88 numbered 4 or 5, 7, 17, 20, 21, and 25 are not 
the original names in the Tithing EoU; 5 is apparently 
vacant in the original Ust ; 7 is also vacant. * Witts de 
Brok ' is entered among the members of the tithing with 
'cap' before his name in very similar writing. In the 
other cases the names here given have been substituted for 
previous names crossed out. The original list in the 
Tithing EoU is therefore earlier than the Leet KoU of 1313. 
Two pieces of evidence seem to make the Tithing Boll a 
year earlier than the other. A certain * Joftes de Wroxham, 
taverner,' is entered in the Tithing EoU. One of the 
Conveyance Eolls contains an enrolment of his will by his 
executors in May, 5 Ed. II. (which year ended on July 8, 
1312). The Leet to which the Amercement EoU refers was 
held in 6 Ed. II.— t.e. about March 1313. The wUl of 
Galfridus de Costessey, another name entered, was proved 
in Feb., 5 Ed. II. (1312). 

5. The question, then, may now be considered, When 
and for what purpose was the Tithing EoU made ? The 
natural answer would be, for the view of frankpledge. 
Then comes the further question. When was that held? 
On this point we have no local evidence to guide us. The 
legitimate time for holding it was at Michaelmas.^ The 
facts of the case before us would harmonise with such a 
theory.

The view of frankpledge must have been held 
previously to the presentment of offences, for there are 
always a number of presentments of persons for not being 
in tithings, which must have been inquired into beforehand.

Leet was coming on it was somebody's business to draw up the Leet 
a list of the Capital Pledges from the latest Frankpledge from nth- 
Boll, and probably to summon them. If when called upon 
they were absent without excuse, their names are marked 
with a + . This is rare. If they had a valid reason, it 
appears that some one was appointed to serve for them. 
In the EoU for 1288 it is more than once specified that a 
Capital Pledge is absent, and that some other person 
' ponitur loco suo.' In this Tithing EoU it is not unfrequent 
to find ' cap ' prefixed to the name of an ordinary member 
of a tithing, and the note added 'jur' ad diem.' If the 
last-entered Capital Pledge was dead, his name was crossed 
out, and 'mortuus est' added, and another name was 
entered on the list. Sometimes a Capital Pledge actually 
present would attempt to escape the burden by refusing 
to be sworn. He was immediately declared to be * in 
mia pro maximo contemptu,' and the result is 'postea 
juravit.' 

There is no sort of hint to be found as to how or by Appoint- 
whom a Capital Pledge was appointed. It can only be capital 
conjectured that the members of the tithing which had 
lost its Capital Pledge elected a new one. That he was 
frequently taken from among their own number is plain 
from the alterations in this Boll. It is true that not 
unfrequently a member of one tithing in this Boll became 
Capital Pledge of quite a different one. This may, however, 
have been the case only in St. Peter Mancroft, which was 
a peculiarly circumstanced parish. 



IX. The original Number of Tithings in the City and 
Formation of the Subleets. 

1. I will now proceed to a stiU more interesting series 
of deductions which may be gathered out of a consideration 
of the numbers of the tithings and Capital Pledges in this 
Tithing Boll as compared with the numbers of the Capital 
Pledges in the Leet Bolls of 1288 and 1313.

Then thirty Capital Pledges appeared 
for this subleet. In addition to this correspondence between 
the number of tithings at the two dates we may note the 
further facts that at the Leet of 1288 only twenty-three of 
the thirty Capital Pledges were sworn, that in the Tithing 
EoU twenty-three tithings only are provided with Capital 
Pledges, and that at the Leet of 1313 the number amerced 
is twenty-three.

On this basis the Tithing EoU wiU furnish us with 
whole city gyijence by which we may picture to ourselves the original 
process of grouping the tithings into districts, together with 
the changes which had taken place in their composition 
and their representation by Capital Pledges. For this 
purpose some further details with respect to this EoU are 
necessary.

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with no Capital Pledge, has twenty-three. No. 16, the 
last, without a Capital Fledge, has twenty-six. In this ease 
the fifteenth name is at the bottom of a column and a note, 
* Bespice supra in eadem decenna,' carries the reader to the 
top of another column, where eleven more names are found 
in the same handwriting. In contrast to these overgrown 
tithings No. 8, with its own Capital Pledge, contains 
only eight names, and .No. 12, without a Capital Pledge, 
has the same number. No. 11 has a break after the 
eleventh name, leaving a small group of five persons, 
possibly representing the relics of an old tithing which had 
dwindled away. The same variations are found in the 
Parish of St. Peter Mancroft. The tithing I have num- 
bered as 21 has twenty-one names and is immediately 
followed by a tithing, without any Capital Pledge, con- 
taining twenty-eight names. The break is here rather 
doubtful, so that it may be one tithing containing forty-nine 
members. On .the other hand No. 11, with a Capital 
Pledge, has only nine members. 

3. To go back now to the EoU of 1288, we find that original 
there were 163 Capital Pledges present at all the sub- tithings in 
leets of the City in that year. The exact number of judged from 
tithings thus represented should probably be taken as about leo 
somewhat less than this, because in two or three cases a 
Capital Pledge appears to be mentioned and also another 
who served for him. We may therefore reckon the tithings 
at about 160. I have assumed, from the evidence just 
given, that this may be taken for the full number of the 
tithings in the City, and I have further assumed that the 
number of the City tithings had remained almost constant 
from the first establishment of the organisation. In support 
of this view one important fact may certainly be gathered 
from the Tithing Boll. The increase of population was not 
accompanied by a corresponding increase in the number of 
tithings. The tithings themselves were in many cases en- 
larged to double their normal size. In one way a few new 
tithings may have been added, in consequence of the in- 
crease of the City boundaries during the thirteenth century. 
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In the * Historia Fundationis EcoJesie Cathedralis Norwicen- 
Bis/ * the cathedral monks complain that in 37 Hen. III. 
(1258) * the Commons of Norwich had licence to enclose the 
said town with ditches, which they could in no wise do 
without prejudice to others by enclosing lands of other fees 
and franchises and lying in divers hundreds.' They then 
go on to specify the lands so enclosed, all round the City. 
In this way a few tithings may have been added.

This opportunity may be taken of remarking on the connection 

connection of the parishes with the frankpledge system. It with 

is evident that the tithing was in some way subordinate to 

the p£irish, otherwise the Capital Pledges would not have 

answered, as they did, for certain parishes. There is 

nothing in our existing Leet Bolls to further explain it. 

Perhaps the parochial organisation had been previously 

used for carrying out the view of frankpledge. It was 

the parish and not the tithiag which was summoned to 

attend by its representatives when the Coroner held an 

inquiry; and perhaps these same representatives may 

have been charged with the duty of attending the SheriiTs 

Tourn before the citizens had their Leet in their own 

hands.

organisers of the subdivisions would come to the Leet of croft 

Mancroft. In it the parish of St. Stephen produced about 

the right number of tithings. But when they came to the 

parish of St. Peter Mancroft they must have found 

themselves in a difficulty. We have seen that in 1288 it 

contained no less than thirty tithings. At that time the 

Leet of Mancrofk, judging by the number of persons fined 

annually for breaking the assize of beer, must have 

included more than a fourth part of the whole population of 

the City, while the comparative number of tithings in the Pecuuanty 

two parishes which formed the Leet shows that quite two- st. Peter 

Mancroft : 

thirds of the population in this Leet was in the parish of St. 
Peter Mancroft, which was then almost entirely occupied by 
the various branches of the market. There is evidence 
to be gathered from various sources to prove that the trade 
of the City developed considerably during the thirteenth 
century, and the population had constantly been con- 
verging to this district. In 1313 out of 250 amercements 
for breaches of the assize of ale no less than ninety-two, or 
more than one- third, are in the Leet of Mancroft. 
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Possibly, therefore, some new tithings may in con- 
sequence have been created in this parish. But in any 
case the population must from the first have largely 
exceeded that of any other parish and in all probability 
sufficed at first, as it did afterwards, to produce not one but 
two sets of twelve tithings. Yet there is no ground for 
supposing that the parish was ever divided so as to form 
two subleets and so make three for the Leet of Mancroft. 
The reason why a third subleet was not added may have 
be^n because, as it was, the Leet included one-fourth of 
the tithings of the whole city. 

Passing to the third Great Leet, that of Westwyk or 
Wymer, we find it divided into four subleets not greatly 
differing from the normal arrangement of twelve tithings 
each. It may be surmised that the four subdivisions in 
this Leet were held to balance the two in the Mancroft Leet. 

Then we come to the Leet Over-the- Water, and here 
we have the greatest variation from the twelve tithings. 
Of the two subleets, one contains eighteen tithings and the 
other fifteen. How are we to account for this excess? 
Not certainly by the density of the population. I believe 
that we are here dealing, not with an increase, but with a 
decrease; that these two subleets are the relics of what 
had originally been three. It is evident that if a population 
which had once produced at least thirty-six tithings fell 
below that number it could no longer be divided into three 
subleets. We have already seen that at a later period two 
of the subleets of Gonesford were combined into one (p. xix). 
The reason I suggested for the change in that case was the 
diminution of the available population by the settlement of 
the Grey Friars and the Austin Friars. The other two 
great bodies of Friars, the Black Friars and the Carmelites, 
similarly absorbed considerable portions of ground in the 
Leet Over-the- Water. The Black Friars settled in the 
centre of the district in 1226, and by 1250 had obtained 
possession of an old parochial church of St. John the 
Baptist, which parish accordingly is not mentioned in the 
1288 RoU. 
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5. I consider', therefore, that we have some ground for no advan- 
supposing that the original number of subdivisions for Leet keeping the 
purposes in the City was twelve. But I would add that meStsym- 
although this symmetrical arrangement may have been 
aimed at, there was no really practical advantage to be 
gained by preserving it. So long as the presentments 
required by the law were duly made and amercements were 
paid, to the replenishing of the City chest, the precise 
state of the organisation was of slight importance. There 
is evidence in the Mancroft Tithing KoU of a tendency 
which would tell strongly against too much precision. 
Evidently the supplying .of tithings with Capital Pledges Difflcnityof 
had become a matter of dilBBculty. The office could not fuunmnber

have been a pleasant one, and we should not be surprised Piodgei 
to find that no one would willingly hold it. I cannot in 
any other way account for so many of the tithings in the 
Boll being entered without any trace of their having a 
Capital Pledge at their head. If the thirty tithings or so where need 
which are entered on the Eoll really correspond with the S^s grouped 

together 

thirty tithings represented in the subleet of St. Peter in and capital 
1288, it is significant that in 1288 there should have been appointed 

^ for the day 

thirty Capital Pledges accounted for, whereas in the Tith- 
ing Eoll there are apparently no more than twenty-three. 
It is also significant that the number of twenty-three at 
the later date, which is also the number amerced in 1313, 
corresponds (perhaps exactly) with the number actually 
Bwom at the earlier date.^ It looks as though in the 



* The nse of the number twenty- 
three at the two later dates must 
evidently have been derived from its 
use at itie earlier. Why were only 
twenty-three out of thirty Capital 
Pledges sworn in 1288 ? It is stated 
(Tomline, Law Dict^ s.v. 'Court 
Leet') that a Leet Jury might not 
exceed twenty-three, the presumed 
object, as in a modem Grand Jury, 
being that a clear majority of at least 
twelve might be secured, which could 
not be guaranteed with a Jury of 
twenty-four. But it is doubtful 
whether such a refinement had origi- 
nated so early as 1288.

the business of these Juries was not 
that of a Grand Jury, to decide upon 
presentments after being sworn. 
They were sworn for the purpose of 
malung in due form presentments 
previously decided on amongst them- 
selves. Jurors who were sworn for 
the day must have fallen in with 
the returns already prepared by the 
permanent Capital Pledges. It is 
plain, however, that whatever had 
been the original object of the limi- 
tation, twenty-three was the pre- 
scriptive number of the sworn Jury 
in the Mancroft subleet. And it 
can hardly be doubted that, because

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interval a practice had been allowed to grow up of not 
insisting upon the appointment of more Capital Pledges 
than were actually necessary.

X. Various questions afibcting Capital Pledges and Tithing- 
men : their Social Position, Besidence etc. 

VftriouB 1. We may now pass to a branch of our investigation

And tithings social position did the Capital Pledges hold ? What sort of 
persons were enrolled in the tithings ? How far can it be 
shown that a tithing coincided with a limited district ? Did 
a Capital Pledge live in the midst of the members of his 
tithing ? and lastly, Who were outside the system, and how 
far was a tithing responsible for their doings ? On all 
these points some information may be obtained, though 
neither so full nor so definite as we should wish. 
jLisiftanoeto I may here observe that much help is derived in this 
from oon- part of our subject from a series of documents preserved in 
Gonv«)y»noe the Guildhall, and catalogued in the * Repertory * as * Court 
Bolls.' The title is strictly correct, for they were Rolls 
of the City Court, but its association with the Rolls of a 
Manor Court makes it misleading. The real title is * Rotulus 
Cartarum recognitarum in plena Curia Norwici.' I have 
referred to them as Conveyance Rolls, for they are almost 
exclusively enrolments of Conveyances of messuages, lands 
etc. in the City. They begin in 1285, and contain on an 
average about seventy enrolments in each year. From 
them it is possible to identify, in many cases, a definite 
person's occupation, social position, and even residence. 

2. An examination of the list of Capital Pledges in the 
Leet of Conesford in the year 1288 will furnish fair evidence 
both of their social standing and of their local distribution 
in the matter of residence.

I can find no special information the sabieet 
about four of these. The remaining nine, judging from the conerford in 
occurrence of their names in the Conveyance Bolls, were J^^^^ti^^ 
fairly distributed throughout the district. The district ^^^^^ 
contained six parishes. In the first of them, St. Peter de 
Suthgate, three of the Capital Pledges, Wm. King, 
Wm. Lippard, and Silvester Siger, held messuages between 
the street of Conesford and the river. Here, probably, the 
bulk of the population of that parish lived. A fourth, 
Balph de Suthgate, resided on the hill side on the opposite 
side of the street. Next came a parish of St. Edward on 
the hill side. Here Bichard le Botman lived. In the next 
parish of St. Etheldreda Henry Attewro is found between 
the street and the river. Then Hugo de Bromholm simi- 
larly in the adjoining parish of St. Clement. In the parish 
of St. Julian, Thomas de SurUngham lived on the hill side 
on the south of the street of Sandgate, which joined Cones- 
ford Street to Berstrete. Just beyond Sandgate in Cones- 
ford Street John Slabbard resided for a long time in the 
parish of St. Michael. 

Thus it appears that each of the parishes contained at 
least one Capital Pledge besides the four not accounted for. 
There is Uttle actual evidence to show whether they lived in 
the midst of their tithings, but the fact of their being so 
equally distributed throughout the district is certainly in 
favour of such an assumption. If, as appears to have been 
the case, the Capital Pledges were (as a rule) attached to a 
locality, we may surely conclude that their tithings were 
also, especially as it is clear that a tithing was included 
within the boundary of a parish. Our only evidence on 
this point must be gathered from the Leet of Mancroft. 

3. With regard to the social position of these persons Their booIai 
our information is somewhat meagre. The best known is 
Hugo de Bromholm, who was a man of good standing. 
After his death his property was the subject of more than 
one lawsuit and was evidently of considerable value. He 
was Constable of the Leet of Conesford at this time. He is 

e2 
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also described as a ' citizen of Norwich/ This title is very 
sparingly and distinctively used in the Conveyance EoUs. 
Although it is occasionally appUed to traders of various 
kinds, yet in a majority of instances it is confined to ' mer- 
chants,' * lyndrapers,' and 'drapers^ who dealt in foreign 
goods, and presumably were men of the greatest substance. 
It is also used as a distinctive appellation without any 
occupation or trade being given ; and it is to be understood 
that in the case of a person who is so described the title is 
given to him almost as often as his name occurs. It may 
therefore be taken for granted that those who had it were the 
leading citizens. Besides Hugo de Bromholm, Thomas de 
Surlingham is so described, but not any of the others. Ralph 
de Suthgate is once fined among the * piscenarii.' Richard 
le Botman may have been a boat-owner. Many of these 
names already descended from father to son as surnames. 
In many cases no doubt the occupation descended also. 

4. Passing to the Subleet of (North) Conesford we find 
the same features. There were here four parishes. To 
the first parish, St. Peter de Parmentergate, there is only 
one name to be assigned, John le Lindraper. He Uved on 
the same side of the street as the church, and was certainly 
not a man of so much importance as several others who 
were living in the immediate neighbourhood at the time. 
In the adjoining parish of St. Vedast was Hugo de 
Rokelund, a ' citizen of Norwich ' of unknown occupation. 
He held a messuage near the church. Probably there were 
two others — Thomas, son of Nicholas de Coventrie, and 
William, son of Walter le Tanur. This Walter and a 
Robert de Coventrie, both tanners, had lived in the street 
of Nether Conesford in this parish, but the names of 
Thomas and William do not occur in connection with the 
tenure of the property. The former was a householder 
somewhere in the district, for his wife was fined in the Leet 
of Conesford for breaking the assize of beer. Further up 
Conesford Street came the parish of St. Cuthbert where 
Roger le Mareschal lived on the east side of the street and 
John de Bedefc^d on the same side further on, while on the 
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\eest side of the street lived Nicholas le Mareschal close to 
the small parish of St. Mary the Little, in which, not far 
oflf, lived Alexander del Sarteryn. Of these latter persons, 
John de Bedeford was a painter ; Eoger and Nicholas le 
Mareschal were farriers, and they had a workshop where 
Nicholas lived. Eoger is described as a * citizen of Norwich.' 
So also is Alexander. del Sarteryn, who was a ' pelliparius ' 
and one of the very few known Capital Pledges who held 
the oflSce of Bailiff, which he did in 1291. Of the remaining 
four names in this district I can find no trace. 

6. In the third subleet of Conesford, Berstrete, five only capital 
of the twelve names can be identified with special localities. Bemrete 
Two, William Calf and Eobert Mendham, belonged to the 
parish of St. Sepulchre, the former to the west side of 
Berstrete, the latter to the east side. Simon le Prude 
belonged to St. Michael on the eastern side towards 
St. Julian, and John de Aschele to the same parish on the 
other side ; and Thomas le Neve to St. John de Berstrete 
on the eastern side. Of four fresh names which occur in 
the following year, three fill up some of the missing portions 
of this district ; Robert le Parcheminer being connected with 
the parish of St. Bartholomew, which lay between St. 
Sepulchre and St. Michael, Walter de Colton with the 
western portion of St. John de Berstrete towards St. 
Stephen, and John Canum with the adjoining parish of 
All Saints. 

William Calf was a butcher and a * citizen,* and Robert 
le Parcheminer was also a butcher. The occupations of the 
rest are not mentioned. 

6. Adjoining this subleet was that of St. Stephen in the of the sub- 
Leet of Manecroft. Here the information to be obtained is s^phen 
fuller and quite confirmatory of that given with regard to 
Conesford. It will be enough to state that ten out of the 
twelve Capital Pledges may be localised in different portions 
of the parish as divided by its three main streets. One of 
them, Thomas Sparwe, was a merchant and ^ citizen,' and 
a man of importance. John Curthose was a barber, 
Thomas de Elmham a smithy Laurence de Tacolston a 
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' cissor/ Hugo de Wymondham a cordwainer, and Richard 
de Aylsham most likely a baker. One other, William de 
Attelburgh, ' clericus/ does not easily fall into his place. 
His name is entered last, and he is not marked as ' jur.,' 
though he is required to make up the number twelve- 
There were plenty of * clerici,' who were to all intents lay- 
men, being married and holding civic offices, and being 
styled 'citizen.' His name occurs three times in the 
Conveyance Bolls, and each time in connection with 
Hosyergate in the parish of St. Andrew in the Leet 
of Wymer. 

7. The evidence produced with respect to these four 
subleets may be held to stand good for the rest. We may 
picture to ourselves the 160 Capital Fledges systematically 
scattered throughout the whole city, every one of the 
numerous, and in many cases very small, parishes con- 
taining at least one, and the larger and more populous con- 
taining more in proportion to their population.^ As already 
remarked, it seems unreasonable to doubt that the members 
of the tithings were collected round their Capital Fledges. 
In the small parishes which contained only one or two 
tithings it must have been so. 

The other conclusion which has been suggested, that the 
Capital Fledges were drawn from a class just below the 
highest, may seem to want more proof. It must be 
remembered that such a proof is very difficult to give. The 
relative importance of the various trades in the city at this 
time, the comparative frequency with which the names of 
persons occur in the Conveyance Bolls, the value of their 
holdings, and other details, can only be estimated by an 
intimate knowledge of those Bolls, and it is hardly possible 
to convey a right impression by a few isolated references. 
The general impression left by a study of the Conveyance 
Bolls is that among the Usts of Capital Fledges there is a

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marked absence of the names of those with whom the 
reader soon becomes familiar as the great holders of houses, 
lands, shops and stalls in all parts of the City. 

8, We may now see what may be learned about the tith- information 

^ *^ ^^ about tith- 

ings from the case of the parish of St. Peter Mancroft and the jSScroft* 
Tithing EoU of the Leet of Mancroft. We will first return to ^^ 
the parish of St. Stephen, which was a parish of an ordinary 
kind. Considering that a large number of the members of 
the tithings were not even householders, we cannot expect to 
find many of whom we can learn much, and we must be 
satisfied if we can here and there find a few facts to rest on. 

Of course we at once notice that very frequently mem* 
bers of the same family or household occur in the same 
tithing, not only persons bearing the same name, but de- 
scribed as ' son of or ' servant of.' Not unfrequently, 
however, sons of the same father are found in different 
tithings, no doubt because they had left home and either 
set up for themselves or entered the household of some 
other trader. 

The fifth tithing in St. Stephen's subleet contains Ezamina. 
several names which occur in the Conveyance Rolls. The titfiSgtnst 
Capital Pledge, William Bele, was a butcher and held a subicet 
messuage on the west side of Nedham Street. First on 
his list comes Thomas Sparwe, who had formerly been a 
Capital Pledge. His messuage lay at the back of Nedham 
on the west side and near St. Stephen's church, which stood 
in the Horsemarket, a street which issued from Nedham at 
right angles running from east to west. The next person, 
Adam de Bliklingge, amongst several holdings had one on 
the west of Nedhamgate. Another, WilUam de Causton, had 
a messuage at the corner of Nedham and the Horsemarket. 
Another, Henry de Brok, had a messuage on the west of 
Nedham, near Thomas Sparwe's ; and another, Roger Schod, 
also had a messuage on the west side of Nedham. We 
may therefore fairly conclude that this tithing with its Maybe 
Capital Pledge occupied the angle between Nedhamgate and a^^^rtoia 
the Horsemarket. This tithing is remarkable for the tweentwo 
character of its members. All the five just mentioned and

"twn^and ^*^ ^ identified as holders of property in it, held it in such 
occnpations yarious foHus and places that it is hardly possible to 
localise them, and those who are unknown furnish little 
clue to go by. A more careful comparison with contem- 
porary deeds might do something towards localising the 
tithings. So far as I can judge they must be arranged 
according to residence rather than occupation, for persons 
of one occupation occur mixed up with persons of another 
occupation carried on in a different part of the market. 
Yet one Thcrc is, howcver, one group of tithings which offers a

also continued a little way along the north side of Hosyer- 
gate, a street which here issued from the market towards the 
east. At this time it was not occupied by hosiers, but by 
* latoners * and * furburs.' The tithing I have distinguished as 
No. 17 had in the Leet EoU of 1313 for Capital Pledge 
William Wade. He held a shop in Hosyergate sold to him 
by a cutler. In the Tithing Roll the word * Cap ' is written, 
with no name. Wm. Wade (marked * Cap ') comes first on 
the list. He is followed by Stephen Wade, who also held a 
messuage in Hosyergate. Further on is Geoffrey, son of John 
de Attelburgh, mentioned presently. After twelve names 
comes a break, and then a new set without a Capital Pledge. 
In this set occurs Arnald de Flixton, who was a latoner and 
held a messuage by Wm. Wade's. Ralph le furbur is in 
this set. At the tenth name is a short coupler which 
bridges over another gap and joins on to a third set of 
names, again without a Capital Pledge. The second name 
here is * Johes de Attelburgh, orfevre,' whose son is found in 
the first set. He also held a messuage in Hosyergate. 
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Further down is Eobert de Plkton, and further still 
Alexander de FUxton. After this set comes another which 
introduces confusion. It is the one marked No. 20. In 
the Tithing Roll its Capital Pledge is John de Ingham, 
whose name I find nowhere else. In the Leet Eoll of 1313 
it is John de Walsham. His name is entered in this 
tithing in the Tithing Boll, and he is described as a 
taverner. His tavern appears to have been in St. Stephen's. 
At the top of the list, as if added afterwards, is John de 
Wroxham, taverner. He certainly lived in Sadelgate or the 
^ Sellaria,' a street at the south-east of the market. In the 
same tithing is Henry Braban, a goldsmith, who had several 
shops on the other side of Sadelgate. Tet, for at least one 
occasion, this tithing, which seems to have no connection 
with Hosyergate, is connected by a long coupler with the 
next, which brings us back to that locality. Its Capital 
Pledge in the Tithing Boll is Bobert, son of Balph le 
furbur. In 1313 it is John le Horner. Among the names 
are Peter le latoner, John de Essex, and Thomas le latoner, 
both the latter holding messuages or shops in Hosyergate. 
At the fifteenth name a short coupler connects it with the 
next set. In the gap is entered later Edmund le furbur. 
The next set, without a Capital Pledge, contains Bichard, 
son of John de Essex, William and Bichard, sons of Alan 
le latoner, and Thomas, son of Thomas le latoner, whose 
father was in the preceding tithing. This Alan and Thomas 
both came from York, and occupied adjoining messuages in 
Hosyergate. Thus a large number of the members of these 
tithings were metal-workers connected with one portion of 
Hosyergate. 

10. The remaining questions. What sort of persons 
composed the tithings ? Who was outside them ? and. 
How far was the tithing responsible for everyone in its 
own neighbourhood ? have partly been answered already 
and may be a Uttle further answered together. 

The tithings must have included persons of all classes Tithings ia- 

, eluded per- 

except those who were legally exempt. We have just seen sonaofau 
(p. Ixiv) that this exemption did not include more than 
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possibly a limited nnmber of leading citizens, for many such 
were enrolled in the Tithing Roll. The chief question that 
suggests itself is in regard to a man*s household — Who was 
reckoned in his ' mainpast ' ? It is remarkable that the 
word is hardly ever used in the earlier Bolls. It appears 
or hS^^'L^** ^^^^ * man's son of legal age residing in his house was 
b!r{Sj'kon«i^ not allowed to be so counted. We find in Roll IV., ' De 
^mana- JqJj^ gjJQ Witti de Walsham quia non fuit in decenna, yj d. 
De Witto de Walsham pro recettamento eiusdem, xij d.' 
' De Witto Erse pro receptamento filii sui extra decennam.* 
* De Galfrido le Pasteman quia recepit filium suum extra 
decennam.' A ^serviens' also was in the same position. 
Thus in Roll Y. : ' De Nicholao Elsingg quia receptat quen- 
dam servientem suum extra decennam.' A ' serviens ' may 
sometimes have been in a more or less independent position, 
for persons are fined for defrauding the Bailiffs by acting 
in partnership with a * serviens ' who is not * de liber tate.' 

Even one who was rightly described as a person's main- 
past was not always exempt, as the following entries from 
Roll VII. (p. 52) show : * De Galfrido de Brandon man' Rici 
de Snoringg quia non est in decenna, xij d. De eodem 
Rico pro receptamento eiusdem, xij d.* *De Johe serviente 
Galfridi le taverner et manup' quia non est in decenna, xij d. 
De Galfrido le taverner pro receptamento eiusdem Johis, 
xij d.' The anxiety of the authorities to bring all they 
could within the responsibility of a tithing may be explained 
by the 43rd Chapter of Customs. There were, it seems, 
in the City a large number of journeymen labourers who 
from their combined independence and poverty eluded all 
control. When complaints were made against these 
^ servientes operantes ad unum denarium pro diurno ' etc. 
they could not be attached ' quia nihil habent ' ; the offences 
did not warrant their arrest ; their masters were not re- 
sponsible, ' eo quod non sunt de manupastu eorum quia 
recipiunt denarium diurnum ut predicitur.' Therefore, it 
is directed that when such a servant is complained of, no 
master shall receive him until he has stood to his law. 
If he refuses to do so, he is to be expelled from the city. 
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11. The persons who were legally outside frankpledge Bxempuons 
were 'clerks' and 'strangers.' In the inquiry before 

the Itinerant Justices in 1286 the constantly recurring en- oieriu 
tries are ' non in decenna quia clericus/ or ' quia extraneus.' 
It must be understood, however, that the exemption of 
' clerici ' did not extend to all who went by that name. 
There were many clerks in the City, like the clerks of the 
Bailiffs, who can hardly have been in ecclesiastical orders at 
all. They were married, held civic offices, and lived and 
traded as citizens. All such were bound by the law of 
frankpledge. This is strikingly illustrated by an entry in 
Roll IV. in the subleet of North Conesford: *De Rico 
clerico ecclesie Sci Petri de Parmentergate quia non est in 
decenna, xij d.' The clerk was not the parson, but some 
sort of servant or attendant. People in their wills leave 
xij d. to the * persona,' and ij d. to the ' clericus.' * 

An ' extraneus ' was one who was not admitted to the strangers 
* Ubertas ' of the City. He might remain in the city un- 
molested for a year unless he became a ' suspectus.' After 
that time he was bound to enroll himself in a tithing. 
Roll Vn. (p. 50) begins ' De Witto filio Bartholomei de 
Redham quia stetit in Civitate Norwici per annum et diem 
et non est in decenna, xij d.' ' De Galfrido de Matishale 
pro eodem, xii d. — De Robert Ivri pro eodem, xij d.' 

12. One other case of exemption connected with the *Liberi»not 

* exempt in 

City may be considered. In the Iter of 1286, Reginald, ^*>g',P^'- 
son of Reyner de Erlham, is reported to have killed Robert ^^^ 
de Crek with a sword in Norwich. He fled. He was not 
' in decenna, quia Uber.' He had no chattels, but had 
land, viz. a messuage in Norwich, land at Earlham etc.^ 
I feel sure this must refer to Reginald's status at Earlham 
(a country village in the immediate neighbourhood), not at 
Norwich. The term ' Uber ' was not in use in the City and 
could only be equivalent to' de libertate,' which would exempt

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every City trader. Another case ^ in the same Iter conflrms 
this view. John de Vallibus of Schotesham (a neighbour- 
ing viQage) claims Henry Fischel de Schotesham as his 
' nativus.' He says he is seized of him as his villain, and 
that he has withdrawn himself and married in Norwich 
without his licence. Henry says he is in tithing with other 
villains of the said lord in Schotesham, and that he gives to 
his lord each year 'chevagium.' He acknowledges his 
obligation, and offers to pay two shillings for the fault of 
marrying without his licence. 

These two cases seem to imply the exemption of a man 
who is * liber,' and to identify being in a tithing with 
being in villainage — this, however, in the country, not in 
the City. 

This consideration may explain the insulting remark of 
Robert Fish of Oulton (near Lowestoft) in EoU HI. (p. 34), 
where he is reported to have said * quod non veniret ad 
villanos de Conesford.* If he were a freeholder at Oulton 
and accustomed to associate the obligation of frankpledge 
with villainage, he might call the tithingmen and Capital 
Pledges of the City no better than * villani.' He appears, 
however, to have been enrolled, as a citizen, in the tithing 
of WilUam King, who was ordered to produce him and 
reported the remark. 

13. As to responsibiUty, the Capital Pledges were bound 
as we have seen, to know and present all offences com- 
mitted within their Leets or subleets. The EoUs do not 
give any information as to the responsibility of tithings. 
Amercements are not laid on them except in one instance. 
In Eoll IV. in the Leet of Wymer occurs, * De Waltero de 
Berningham et tota decenna sua quia non venit, xij d.' 
Then follow four others for the same. What this refers to 
is not explained. A tithing might be amerced for not pro- 
ducing one of its members, but beyond keeping a watch 
over strangers and reporting not only their offences but 
anything suspicious in their conduct, they could hardly 
be held responsible for those who did not belong to them.

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XI. Frankpledge in Norwich and London. 

1. As a fitting conclusion to the subject of the frank- Frankpledge 
pledge system in its original form of administration it ^ngua 
would be interesting, if the materials exist, to compare the 
highly developed organisation of the Norwich Leets with 
the system in operation with similar objects in other 
towns. At present the materials for such a comparison 
are very scanty. There was plainly a close resemblance 
between the Norwich system and that of a country manor 
where the Leet presentments were made by the Capital 
Pledges of the tithings to the lord's steward. Even there, 
however, it is doubtful whether the obligation of being in 
frankpledge extended to persons of free condition as in 
Norwich. With regard to towns it is most probable that 
in the East Anglian towns of Ipswich and Yarmouth, 
where the headship of the community was vested in Bailiffs 
and the divisions of the town were called Leets, some 
organisation similar to that of Norwich would be found to 
have existed. The case of Lynn might be different, for its 
constitution differed from that of Norwich, it having had 
a mayor as early as 1204. Yet there were Capital Pledges 
there making presentments at the Leet, in the beginning 
of the fifteenth century^,* and a system of presentments by 
a Leet jury of Head-boroughs still maintained a lingering 
existence there in 1835. The ^ capital pledges, angUce, the 
Head-borowes,' are mentioned at the town of Dereham in 
Norfolk in 1684.* We may almost safely conclude, therefore, 
that the Norwich organisation and procedure were only 
highly developed forms of a type of local government widely 
spread at least in this part of the country. 

It is perhaps of more importance to observe how materi- in London 
ally it differed from that which obtained contemporaneously 
in the City of London. From the offences mentioned in 
the * Inquisitiones Wardemotarum ' as given in the London 
Liber Albus (vol. i. p. 387, Eiley) it appears that the

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chief part of the jurisdiction exercised in Norwich by the 
Leet courts was in London T^ithin the cognisance of the 
Wardmotes. As the Leets of Norwich corresj^onded to the 
Wards in many other towns, and the London Wards, like the 
four Great Leets of Norwich, occupied the position of a 
Hundred, this might seem to indicate a similarity of system. 
But a closer consideration of the procedure at the Ward- 
motes and the language used of frankpledge in London 
shows that the similarity went no further. On p. 37 (ibid.) 
we learn. that a Wardmote consisted of all the male house- 
holders of the Ward with their servants. Their names 
were entered on two Eolls, one containing only free- 
men, the other servants and non-freemen. The absentees 
were amerced. At this assembly the Bedel of the Ward 
presented to the presiding Alderman a panel of the sub- 
stantial men of the Ward who were to form a jury. This 
panel the Alderman might correct. The jurors then had 
the Articles of Inquiry read to them and a day named to 
make their presentments. On that day they presented 
their verdict indented to the Alderman, who afterwards 
presented his part to the Mayor and from him received 
sanction to carry out the amercements. 

2. The mention of the verdict being indented would 
give the date of this description as subsequent to the statute 
of 1 Ed. III. c. 17, and the mention in one of the last of the 
Articles of Inquiry of masters paying workmen more than 
the ordained wage, would date those Articles as later than 
the Statute of Labourers in 1349. But the compiler of 
the Liber Albus evidently knew of no other mode of pre- 
sentment of this class of offences as having been in opera- 
f tion at an earlier time. 
Different The esseutial difference thus revealed between London 

frankpledge and Norwich during the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries 
in respect of the charaxster of the presenting jurors is 
equally marked in the language used from time to time of 
frankpledge. No mention is made of tithings or of Capital 
Pledges. Where the Norwich documents would say that 
a man is ' in decenna/ the London documents say ' in 



in London 
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francoplegio ' {ibid. pp. 87, 99 Ms), and by that expression 
seems to be meant no more than providing himself with a 
few pledges or sureties. No man may abide in the city like 
a citizen more than three nights * nisi inveniat duos plegios 
et sic est in franco plegio * (p. 90). The expression is also 
used to signify such a surety : ' Ideo francus plegius in 
misericordia ' (p. 99). 'Nihil de francis plegiis quia ex- 
traneus' (p. 97). It appears also that the obligation was 
not imposed on freemen. In the description of a Wardmote 
it is said (p. 38), * Ad hoc Wardemotum debent hii qui non 
sunt liberi civitatis, et qui prius jurati non fuerunt ibidem, 
mitti [? admitti] in francum plegium . . . et jurabunt sacra- 
mentum quod habetur de admittendis in francum plegium.* 
The oath is an oath of allegiance given on p. 815. 

All this is very different to the Leet system in Norwich 
up to the fifteenth century, but is very similar to the pro- 
cedure at the SheriflFs' Tourns as described in the Statutum 
Wallie and elsewhere, and as conducted at a later time by 
the City SheriflFs in Norwich. It can hardly be doubted that 
the Norwich Leets rather than the London Wardmotes 
were the truer representatives of the ancient spirit of local 
self-government. And this reflection cast no little doubt on 
the assumption so often put forward, that the London muni- 
cipality was the model which other towns set before them- 
selves in the struggle for freedom from the grasp of Norman 
feudalism. In the end, it is true, the London, or magis- 
terial, system prevailed in Norwich, but it was the triumph 
of a principle altogether antagonistic to that which had 
found one form of embodiment in the earher Leet organisa- 
tion. The more popular system lived long in Norwich, but 
in the presence of stronger influences it died out, as will be 
shown in the next section.' 



* Some valuable information on 
this Bubjeot may be gathered from 
the published Records of, the 
Borough of Nottingham. That 
borough had a Mayor in 1284 
and two Bailiffs. This form of 
government lasted till 1448, when the 



borough became a county, and, as in 
Norwich in 1403, the place of the two 
BailirfB was taken by two Sheriffs. 
The Mayor, apparently from at 
least 1808 (vol. i. p. 67), held a 
Court called * Magnum Tumum * or 
' Miokletom * at which presentments 
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XII. The Decadence and later History of the Iieets. 

1. Before proceeding with the later history of the Leets 
under altered conditions it will be well briefly to recall what 
has been learned of this branch of local jurisdiction in the 
City to the end of the fourteenth century. So far as we are 
able to make reliable inferences from ascertained facts, we 
may surmise that in the twelfth century the view of frank- 
pledge for the City would be held by the Sheriff of the County 
in his own court, the burgesses being organised on the 
basis of the four previously existing divisions of the borough. 
Judging from the fact that even under the more highly 
organised Leet system the tithings were included within 
parishes, it seems probable that in the twelfth century the 
representatives of parishes rather than of tithings appeared 
before the Sheriff. The Borough Court * or Husting, the 
successor of the Folkmote, was meanwhile presided over by 
a Provost appointed by the king. In 1194 King Richard I. 
granted the City to the citizens with leave to choose their 
own Provost. This may have included the right to hold 
their own view of frankpledge, and in that case the four 



were made partly by large jaries of (p. 
268 : Oct. 1396) twenty-three or even 
(p. 312: Ap. 1396) twenty-five per- 
sons, and partly by officials called * De- 
cennarii.' Two of these officials were 
attached to every ' vicus ' [see above 
p.lxii, n] or street and toother places, 
and were described by the name of 
their * decennaria,' as * disenarii de 
Foro Cotidiano ' (1308 : p. 68), ' de- 
cennarii de Fleshewergate, de 
Bergesgate, de eodem vico, ad finem 
Pontis ' etc. (p. 293 et seq.) In one 
case two persons described as ' decen- 
narii de Bridilsmythgate ' (pp. 307, 
808) are immediately afterwards 
called * constabularii de Bridil- 
smythgate.* This was in 1396. 
These persons acted as Petty Con- 
stables, presenting offenders, attach- 
ing them (p. 21 i) and conducting 
them to prison (p. 160). Their name 
* decennarii,' if not of foreign im- 
portation, would imply that they had 



once been heads of tithings. Bat 
neither capital pledges, tithings, 
frankpledge nor leets are mentioned 
in the published extracts. In the 
Glossary, however (p. 448, s. v. Mag- 
num Tumum)y occurs the statement 
* The Leet Jury is still called the 
Mickletom Jury.* The system 
seems to mark a transition stage 
between those of Norwich and Lon- 
don, approximating rather to the 
latter. In Norwich * decennarius * 
described a member, not the head, 
of a tithing. 

The Court Leet of Manchester, the 
Becords of which have been published 
by the Cheetham Society, followed 
the ordinary form of a Manorial 
Court Leet in its later development, 
and presents none of the features 
which owe their origin to the frank- 
pledge or the tithing system. 

' See below. Note O. 
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divisions may have come to be called from that time the 
four Leets. In 1223 King Henry III. granted them four Appoint- 
Bailiffs instead of a Provost. No charter exists conveying ^^^^^ 
this privilege, and no particular notice is taken of it in later ^^^l^"^ 
documents. Yet it cannot be doubted that its significance ™|'^** ^^ 
lay in the fact that the citizens at that time obtained the 
control of the criminal jurisdiction which was then attached 
to the Hundred Court, and especially to the Sheriffs Tourn. 
In a firanchised Hundred the Bailiff took the place of the 
Sheriff. As will be seen presently, when the Hundred 
jurisdiction in Norwich was subordinated to that of the 
' County of the City,' Bailiffs ceased to be the chief executive 
ofiScials, and the new Sheriffs of the City resumed the place 
formerly held by the Sheriff of the County. 

At this time, then, in 1223, the criminal presentments 
ordered by the Assize of Clarendon, which might previously 
have been made to the Sheriff by twelve representatives from 
each of the four divisions, were transferred to the court of 
the City under the presidency of the Bailiffs. Then began 
the fully developed organisation of Leets and subleets with 
their annual courts of presentment and amercement, of 
which a detailed picture, especially at the close of the thir-r 
teenth century, has been attempted to be produced in the 
foregoing pages. 

The Leet EoUs of 1375 and 1391 show us this jnrisdic- continued 
tion being exercised still on the same lines. Some differences fourteenth 

, century 

may be detected. There is more systematic arrangement 
of offences, and some are more fully described. Fewer 
persons are amerced for breaking the assize of ale ; many 
more for ' not comiilg to the Leet ' and for forestalling, with 
occasionally very heavy amercements ; English words 
become more frequent, and ' aliens ' or * Duchemen ' appear 
on the scene. But on the whole, the proceedings are much 
the same as in 1288. 

2. Great changes, however, were at hand, and the Leet weak point* 
jurisdiction was vitally affected by them. It is hardly a *^ ««y "» 
matter of surprise that it ceased to retain its hold. Although 
admirably adapted for the detection of crime or of breaches

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of the City castom, it is impossible not to be struck with its 
inefficiency in the way of repression and penalty. The 
amercements in many cases seem altogether inadequate as 
due punishments for the offence, and even so it is doubtful 
whether many of them were ever obtained. Moreover, what 
has been observed with regard to the assize of ale may be 
shown to hold good of most other trade offences. The 
annual amercement was nothing else than annually paying 
for a licence to continue the offence. The offenders are 
entered on a list, originally according to their residences, 
and the same lists are copied year after year with only 
slight changes such as would naturally occur. To take, 
for instance, the supply of fish : in 1289 (p. 81) Eanulph 
le pessuner is fined the paltry sum of 2 s. for forestalling and 
forbarring of fish, and for buying before the lawful time. 
His name is followed by those of 83 other persons fined 
various sums for the same offence. In 1292 he appears 
in a similar entry with an amercement of 4 s. ; in 1296 
with one mark, and again in 1800 in a like entry re- 
peated in the same words, with a fine of half a mark. On 
all these occasions the names which follow are to a great 
extent the same. So with the tanners, poulterers and 
others. Yet forestalling was reckoned so grievous an injury 
to the community that according to the 37th Chapter of 
Customs the offender was for the first offence to be heavily 
amerced, for the second to lose his merchandise and be put 
in the pillory, and for the third to be deprived of the free- 
dom of the City. It is just possible that this enactment 
might have been incorporated in the Customs subsequently 
to the Roll of 1300. But the * Customs ' must certainly 
have been anterior to the Rolls of 1375 and 1391, and even 
then, although the fines are occasionally heavy, there is no 
trace of any punishment of a severer kind being inflicted. 

This inherent weakness of the frankpledge system in 
the exercise of repressive authority would naturally tend to 
1)ecome exaggerated in a large and prosperous community 
where the conditions of life and government were growing 
more complex with each generation. And other forces were

at work to discredit it. The soul of the system consisted Advert 
in the universal obligation of every member of a ti thing 
(that is, in theory, every adult male) to disclose and bring 
to punishment every breach of the laws and customs by 
which the community was bound. But from at least the 
thirteenth century onwards, other ways of effecting the 
same object had gradually been coming into operation. 
Private gilds had been endeavouring to get control over 
individual crafts ; supervisors were appointed in the name 
of the community to inquire into trade practices ; twenty- 
four citizens were chosen and, in 1374, authorised by 
charter to assist the Bailiffs in the general administration 
of City aflFairs, and finally the crown was set to the complete 
revolution both of the civil and judicial organisation of the 
City by the establishment of a Municipal Assembly and by 
the conferring of magisterial authority on the twenty- four 
Aldermen. All these changes were effected before the middle ^^y of *^e 

*^ ol«l Fnuik- 

of the fifteenth century, and there was plainly no longer g^J^^^^^^ 
need or room for tithing responsibility. How long the ^^^^ 
tithings were even nominally kept up I have no means of 
judging. The system of leet presentments did indeed con- 
tinue, but somewhat as an anachronism. It tended to fall 
more and more into the background, and its very existence • 
has only been saved from oblivion by the fortunate preser- 
vation of a few isolated Bolls. 

8. The change which principally concerns our subject is sh*»riflf8ai>. 
that in 1403 the City was constituted a County, and this led tiuy imiii 
to the substitution of Sheriffs for Bailiffs. King Henry IV.'s 
charter directs the Sheriffs of the City to exercise every duty 
belonging to the ofiSce of a Sheriff, and they therefore pro- 
ceeded to hold their Tourns twice a year, in October and in 
the following April or May. They also took the place of 
the BaiUffs in receiving the presentments of the Lects, which 
was done as of old in the early part of Lent. This btage in 
the history of the Leets may be gathered from some bundles 
of miscellaneous Bolls in the Guildhall, not catalogued, but 
labelled as * Bolls of Presentments.* There is one set for 
the fifth year of Edward VI., another for 1 & 2 Philip and

Mary, and then nothing until the last qaarter of the 
seventeenth century, at which period there are several. 
These Rolls all refer to the Toums and Leets. There are 
other Bolls of the seventeenth century and later, recording 
similar presentments made by other Inquests to the Justices 
at Quarter Sessions. 

4. The Tourns and Leets differed from each other chiefly 
in respect of the juries who made the presentments. At 
the Toums there were four juries, one for each of the four 
Great Wards which still retained the old names of Conesford, 
Mancroft, Wymer, and Ultra Aquam. In the Boll of 1 & 2 
Philip and Mary (p. 92) the jurors are described as ' MiUtes 
Tumi,' or * Knights of the Turn.' The expression was 
doubtless merely an adaptation of the county practice. 
The juries would be chosen from a similar class to that 
which furnished the juries at the Tourn of the County 
Sheriff. That they were appointed by the Sheriffs themselves 
appears from the oath which the city sheriffs were required 
to take when they entered on their office : * ' Ye schal 
holden your schrevis-turnes opynly, in the gyldehalle, as 
the schreve of Norfolk and other schreves doon in her 
countees wyth inne the reme of Inglond, upon the fourme 
of statute, and ye schall no men putten upon the enquestis, 
that xall be taken for the schrevis-turn, but good men and 
sufficient ; that ben men of good name and good fame ' etc. 
Their presentments must have been the result of reports 
received from parochial officials. 

In 5 Edward VI., the Sheriffs second Tourn held on 
April 21 (p. 88) is called * The turne with the residue of the 
Lete.' ' Eesiduura lete ' is said by Spelman * to have been a 
name given to the Leet held in the spring as a completion of 
the other Leet held in the foregoing autumn. This hardly 
suits the use of the expression here. The term * Leet ' is 
never applied even in the later Bolls to anything but the 
courts held before Easter. The court held* in October is 
called the * first turne.' ' Residue of the Leete ' appears to

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mean here that the Tourn held after Easter picked up 
some of the onaccompUshed businesB of the Leets which had 
just been held before Easter.* In one respect the spring 
Tourn certainly did refer back to the Leet. In three of the 
seventeenth century EoUs (pp. 94, 97, 100) there are long 
lists of persons amerced at that Tourn for not having 
attended at the previous Leets. In the KoU for 1 & 2 Philip 
and Mary the two Tourns and the Leet are very clearly 
distinguished. In the Tourn held on October 23 in that 
year for the Ward of Mancroft thirty-seven persons are 
amerced for trading without being * freemen.' Of these 
two are marked in the margin (p. 91) ' ult' turn ' (meaning, 
I suppose, that they had been already presented at the last 
tourn after the previous Easter) ; one is marked ' prim' 
turn ' (that held in the previous October) ; and twenty- 
three are marked * let ' (i.e. the Leets held in the foregoing 
Lent). These numbers seem to show that at this date the 
greater proportion of the presentments, at least for some 
offences, were still made through the Leet juries. 

5. Our information about the later history of the Leets The Leets 

•^ down to 1700 

as distinguished from the Tourns is almost exclusively de- ^"^ 
rived from one EoU of 5 Edward VI., 155^, and three of diBtricta 
1682, 1693, and 1698. Only the first of these and one little 
fragment of a later one contain any record of their proceed- 
ings. Still, although the evidence is meagre, it is quite 
conclusive as to the continued existence of the old Leets in 
the City till at least the beginning of the eighteenth century. 
From the earlier of these EoUs we learn that in 155f, 
while the Tourns were held for each of the four great divi- 
sions of the city, the Leets were held as of old for the small 
divisions. The Eoll is only a fragment and contains a re- 
cord of only five of the divisions for which separate juries 
made presentments. On 26 Febr. in that year Leets were 
held before the Sheriffs in the Guildhall for the districts of 
* St. Gregory within the Ward of Wymer,' * the Warde of 
West Wymer,' and a third, of which the name is lost (p. 85). 
It was probably called either * St. Andrew ' or * Middle

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Wymer.' On 2 March two more were held for * Est 
Wymer ' and * Berstret.' It will be remembered that in 
the fifteenth century the City had for general municipal 
purposes been divided into four Great Wards, each sub- 
divided into three Small Wards. The occurrence in this 
lloll of the names of the Wards of East and West Wymer 
would seem to indicate, at first sight, that the Leets had 
accommodated themselves to the new organisation and that 
a Leet jury made presentments for each Small Ward. That 
must not, however, be hastily assumed, for, on the other 
hand, the name of * St. Gregory ' was that of an old subleet 
and never of a Small Ward. And if (as internal evidence 
suggests) the third Leet held on February 26 was for St. 
Andrew's district, that would make four juries for the 
Wymer great division, in accordance with the old system 
and not the new. Still after finding the Leet districts in 
1551 called, at least in some cases, by the names of the 
Small Wards, we are hardly prepared for the very interest- 
ing revelation made bj' the three Rolls alluded to at the 
close of the seventeenth century. 1 hese are Bolls of the 
Sheriffs' Tourns, but in each case there is a membrane 
added containing the names of persons amerced for non- 
attendance at the * several Courts of the View of Frank- 
pledge of the Lord King ' held in the Guildhall before the 
Sheriffs * in their several Leets on the several days ' speci- 
fied. The names of the defaulters are arranged in Leets and 
with each Leet is specified the day on which it had been 
held. From these lists it appears that the Leets were being 
held, not for the twelve Small Wards, but for the ten old 
Bubleets, just exactly as they had been held 300 years 
before at the time of the Bolls of 1375 and 1391. The 
revised municipality had long ago reorganised the ten old 
Leet divisions for its own purposes into twelve, but the Leet 
hystem continued to work upon the old divisions as long as 
it is possible to trace it. What is equally remarkable is 
that in 168i and again in 169§ the Leet of Conesford was 
held on Monday, 6 March, which in each case was the 
lust Monday in Lent, the normal day for commencing the 
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courts in the thirteenth century. So inveterate is custom 
when there is nothing to alter its course. 

6. In 1551 the presentments at the Leets still included Present. 
many of the offences dealt with in earlier days. They are, E Leuu* 
however, greatly diminished in number. The most numerous 

class is that of persons amerced for trading without being 
freemen. There is also forestalling and regrating, drawing 
a dagger, using defective weights and measures, * noyeing 
the highway with stokks and blokks,' * typplers,' * houses 
of ill rule,' * corrupt vittal,' * muk,' * encrochyng.' The 
small fragment for the Leet of Coslany on 16 March, 169§, 
appears to be a complete return for that Leet. There are 
only seven amercements, three for unsealed flagons, one 
for drawing beer without licence, one for a defective mea- 
sure, one for not paving a street, and the City Chamberlain 
in the good round sum of £20 for not repairing the city walls. 

7. On one important matter connected with the later The later 
Leets these few EoUs give us no information, viz. the com- ^ 
position of the Leet Juries. How long did they continue 

to be the Capital Pledges of tithings, and how were they 
appointed afterwards? In the Boll of 1551 there are five . 
sets of jurors given. One is composed of thirteen persons, 
the other four of fourteen each. In four of them they are 
not in -any way described. In the fifth, that for St. Gre- 
gory, they are called in the margin ' Capitales Plegii ' (p. 85). 
It is impossible to say whether this was a strictly correct 
description or only an old name handed down to times 
when its real meaning was lost. There is no mention of 
any one being amerced for not being * in decenna.* It 
seems hardly likely that the tithing system was kept in 
working order. The numerous presentments of * foreigners ' 
made by the juries rather suggest that they represented 
the freemen of their districts, a sufficient jury being either 
specially summoned or sworn in at the time. 

8. There can be little doubt that after the municipal re- Rivai autho- 
organisation of 1403 the Leet presentments were super- suppiMted 
fluous. The Sheriffs in their Tourns made precisely similar Juries 
inquiries and amerced similar offences, the amercements (in 
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accordance with the statute of 1 Ed. IV,) being sanctioned 
at the Quarter Sessions by the Mayor and two other 
Justices of the peace, who certify at the foot of every 
membrane that they have * perused these estreates and do 
affeare the same/ The Municipal Assembly also took cog- 
nisance of many matters with which the Leets claimed to 
deal,' and did not hesitate to overrule the weaker authority. 
On one occasion, having ordered a certain lane leading to a 
staith in Gonesford to be stopped, they add : ' If any 
amercement shall happen to be made on that account by the 
Capital Pledges, such amercement shall be pardoned, the 
customs of the Coinon Stath being prejudiced by Landing 
of goods there.'* Besides the Tourns and the Assembly 
there was also in operation as far back as 1629 an inquiry 
called the * Quest of Wards.' One for that year is headed 
' The presentment of the Quest of Wards for the Great Ward 
of Wymer as followeth holden at the Sessions in the 
Guyldhall, Norwich, being the 15th day of December 
1629.' In the margin the presentments are divided into 
* East Wymer,' ' Middle Wymer,' and * West Wymer.' A 
similar inquest for Mancroft, subdivided into three Small 
W^ards, had been held the previous day. Plainly, therefore, 
these inquests had nothing to do with the Leet districts. 
The offences presented are ' not paving streets,' * unlicensed 
tiplers ' etc., as at the Leets. 

With these several authorities concurrently dealing with 
the same offences, the Leet juries probably found their 
business passing bit by bit out of their hands till at last 
nothing was left but the presentment of defective weights 
and measures and of the sale of unwholesome food. 
Obscurity of 9. Although the continued existence of the old Leet 
o?the old ^^ organisation in Norwich so late as the close of the seventeenth 
century is clear, the character of its vitality is not so appa- 
rent. The small return from the Leet of Coslany in 1693 
shows that presentments were still made in the old form. 
With this exception our information is entirely derived from 

' Quoted by Eirkpatrick (Streets The reference is not to be found in 
aftd Lanes, p. 7) as 10 Hen. VII. the Assembly Book of that year. 
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the lists already mentioned of persons amerced for non- 
attendance at the Leets. On those three occasions defaulters 
are amerced from every one of the Leets, and it is observ- 
able that the numbers vary in only a comparatively small 
degree. The lowest for any Leet is eleven, the highest 
twenty. This fact would certainly lead to the supposition 
that the defaulters were the several Leet juries and that the 
word * jur ' by which they are described is intended for 'jura- 
tores.' But if from eleven to twenty jurors were absent in 
each Leet, we fail to see who were left to make present- 
ments.* The language quoted from Eitchin on p. 94 
suggests the solution that 'jur ' might be ' jurati ' in the 
sense of ' sworn lieges ' and that the defaulters were amerced 
for neglecting the suit they owed to the court. But this 
explanation fails to account for the similarity in the numbers 
in each Leet. On the whole, the most probable solution of 
the difficulty is that we have here a view of the Leet system 
when it had become a barren skeleton of outward forms 
from which the life had almost passed away. From the 
fourteenth century we may mark the process of degradation 
slowly but surely going on. With the growth of a local 
magistracy having powers of criminal jurisdiction, tithings 
became an antiquated instrument for the preservation of 
social order. In course of time the view of frankpledge ^ 
seems to have ceased to serve any other purpose than that of 
making presentments to the Sheriffs. Still there remained 
the obligation of making certain presentments at the Leets, 
and it was doubtless the duty of some official to summon 
the persons on whom the burden was supposed to rest. 
But by the end of the seventeenth century it had come to

^myoiiin j.jjggg j-gj.g ^f defaulters. But something of this sort must 

most probably have been taking place at this time in 
reference to the old Leets. No further trace of them has 
survived. At some time during the eighteenth century they 
practically ceased to exist, and such of their duties as stiU re- 
mained were committed to a very unworthy heir of their 
name. The Commissioners who visited Norwich in 1833, 
prior to the Municipal Beform Act of 1835, state in their 
Eeport (vol. iv. 2466) : * The Leet performs the duties of in- 
spectors of weights and measures, and receives fines on con- 
victions of persons for using defective weights etc.* They 
do not state what the Leet consisted of, but fortunately a 
published * Digest * of the evidence given on 25 November, 
1833, informs us what it was the Commissioners found. 
* The Leet,* says the then Town Clerk, ' consists of four 
persons appointed by the Mayor ; they have no salary, but 
have tines on conviction ; has heard of Bradberry's case ; 
he is one of the Leet ; heard he was apprehended for felony 
a short time ago.' Bradberry was a constable for North 
Conesford Ward. He had stolen a pair of shears, but the 
owner declined to prosecute, out of pity for his wife and 
children. Nevertheless he * continued to be on the Leet.' 
The number four probably means one person from each of 
the four Great Wards. At Lynn, where an inquiry had 
been held the previous week, and where things had not sunk 
quite so low, the Leet consisted of twenty persons, two 
for each of ten wards. They were appointed by the Alder- 
man of each ward and were called Headboroughs, their 
duties being to inspect weights and measures and to look 
into the wholesomeness of food. 

With this degenerate travesty of the 160 Capital 
Pledges of the thirteenth century the last stage in the his- 
tory of Leet presentments in Norwich came to an end. 
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In concluding this Introduction the Editor wishes to 
offer some apology for its length. The present volume 
differs from those which have preceded it in the exclusively 
local character of its information. While this gives an 
Editor acquainted with the locality and having free use of 
local documents the opportunity of examining more closely 
into his subject than would otherwise be possible, it places 
the general reader at a certain disadvantage. The Editor 
has desired to redress, as far as possible, the balance be- 
tween himself and his less favourably circumstanced 
readers, as well as to justify the statements which his 
local knowledge has led him to make. This will, it is 
hoped, furnish a vaUd reason for the fulness of detail with 
which he has endeavoured to draw out a picture of the 
organisation and working of internal police administration 
in the City of Norwich in early times through the agency of 
the frankpledge system and through Leet presentments 
and amercements. In doing so he has confined himself 
entirely to the elucidation of the documents here given, that 
so the reader may test the truth of the picture presented. 

All the documents which have been dealt with are the 
property of the Corporation of the City of Norwich, and the 
thanks of the Selden Society are due to the City Committee 
of the Town Council for permission to pubUsh them. The

Bolls.' Some other documents are mixed with them in the * Bepertory.* 

4. * Presentment Bolls.' Here edited. See p. Ixxv. They have been 
omitted in the ' Bepertory.' 

6. ' Book of Pleas.' A bound volume containing copies of ancient Pleas, 
Charters, and miscellaneous documents. The Series was compiled 
probably soon after 33 Hen. VI. (1453). In this Book, commencing on 
fol. 89, are copied fifty-one * Chapters of Customs ' (* Leges et Consuetu- 
dinf s antiquitus in civitate Norwicensi usitate '). Internal evidence 
would assign a date somewhat earlier than 1340 as that when the cus- 
toms were reduced to this form. 

6. *City Domesday.' A bound volume chiefly relating to the lands, 
shops, stalls and other common property of the city in the time of 
Bichard II. 

7. ' Old Free Book.' A bound volume containing the earliest lists of 
Admissions to the Freedom of the City from 11 Edward II., with 
some other miscellaneous entries. It was purchased in 1344. 

8. * Liber Albus.' A bound volume of copies of miscellaneous documents, 
begun in 1426.

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Note A. — Citizenship in the Thirteenth Century. 

1. The Leet Courts dealt with citizenship only in respect of its 
exercise ; a ' stranger ' was presented for wrongfully exercising 
the privileges of a ' civis ' ; a citizen was amerced for exercising 
his privileges to the injury of the whole ' communitas.' The 
question as to whether a man had a right to call himself a 
citizen must have been decided by reference to an official Boll. 
No list of admissions to citizenship earlier than 1817 has survived. 
It is probable that in the disturbed years at the close of the reign 
of Henry III. many earlier lists may have been lost ; otherwise it 
is difficult to account for the fact that the ' citizenship ' of even 
some leading traders is sometimes questioned. The only form in 
which -a man's status is objected to is that he has never * made 
his entrance.' The meaning of this is explained in the Chapter 
of Customs quoted below. It does not appear that any questions 
were raised in the case of an applicant as to his previous status 
or origin, except that a serf had to produce his lord's licence.^ 
What was inquired into was his substantial credit — when the 
City was tallaged or fined, or called upon to make any other pay- 
ment, would he be likely to meet his personal liability ? Would 
he be able to bear the burden of being * at lot and scot ' with his 
fellow-citizens ? 

2. * Non pares ' (Leet Roll X. p. 68). — The name by which 
a citizen is described throughout these rolls is either * civis ' or 
'concivis.' Only in one case, in the Roll for 1875, a dijBferent 
expression is used : the persons who are presented are called in the 
margin ' non pares,' the expression being equivalent to ' non cives ' 
in other places in the same Roll. The word ' par ' has a special 
interest fron} its use in the Chapters of Customs. It is there of 
constant occurrence and always as the equivalent of * civis.' It 
is plainly an assertion of the original equality of all citizens, and 
the equality consists in the possession of the ' libertas ' by which 
the status of a citizen is always described in these Rolls. He

alone is * de liber tate civitatis.' The original significance of the 
term ' libertas ' in its application to citizenship is not quite so 
easy to decide. In the early Leet KoUs it refers exclusively to 
trade. One who is * de libertate * may freely trade ; no one else 
may. But the word ' pares ' introduces a further consideration, 
and suggests that ' libertas ' originally meant freedom from 
feudal servitude, and this I believe to be the meaning of ' liberi 
et non servi alicujus ' in the 86th Chapter of Customs. The 
only diflQculty in the way of this interpretation is the compara- 
tively late date at which the word * par ' occurs in* the Norwich 
documents. The date of the compilation of the Chapters of 
Customs is uncertain, but several indications point to about 1340. 
Outside of these the word occurs, so far as I know, only in the 
Leet Roll of 1875 and in an entry in the * Old Free Book ' * where 
two persons whose citizenship was questioned were declared to be 
* cives et pares civitatis Norwici.' This was in 19 Edward III. 
(1846). Still, although these references are of late date, the 
Customs profess to have been * antiquitus usitate,* and this 
expression * pares ' may be a relic of a far earlier epoch. An 
instance of its use at the Fair of St. Ives in 1276 is to be found 
in Selden Society, vol. ii. p. 152 ; and several in the Domesday of 
Ipswich ' compiled in 19 Edward I, and said to be a re-compilation 
of a lost set of Customs written in 1201. The 86th Chapter of 
Norwich Customs throws such valuable light on this subject of 
early admission to citizenship that I give it in full : — 

Item nollus mercandizet in ciuitate qui in eadem facit residentiam nisi 
sit ad lottum & soottum Ulius ciuitatis & ad communia eiusdem aaxilia 
contribuat Et quia omnes qui recipientur in parem ciuitatis sint liberi et 
non servi alicuius bene inquiratur antequam recipiantur Et illi qui admit- 
tentur graviter <fe solempniter faciant introitum suum coram illis qui ad 
hoc assignantur per totam communitatem singulis annis quater in anno ad 
terminos usuales Ita quod ad minus in talibus introitibus quandoounque 
contigerit sint duodecim de assignatis presentes & sine minore numero nullus 
admittatur quod si cecus [sic] fiat irriium sit & vanum Et quia omnes 
qui sic admittentur diligenter admittentur examinentur per sacramentum 
proprium ante eorum receptionem de quantitate bonorum suorum secrete 
per illos duodecim & per alios qui noticiam habent ipsins [sic] A facul- 
tatum suarum per sacramentum in hac parte prestandum J!t si ille forin-

The special use of the term * civis ' in the Conveyance Rolls 
at the close of the thirteenth century as a distinctive appellation of 
the upper class of citizens has been commented on already.* 

3. The cas& of William de Colton (Roll I. p. 8). — The Coram 
Rege Roll 6 Ed, 11. m. 26, contains a Plea of Villainage in which 
this William de Colton was concerned. At that date, twenty- 
six years later than this Leet Roll, he and seventeen others 
were claimed as villains by the lord of the manor of Costessey, 
near Norwich. William and three others claimed to be free 
as citizens of Norwich, and William stated that he had been 
for sixty years at scot and lot and tallages with the free citi- 
zens. First they proffered a charter of King William I. to the 
effect that ' servi' who remained unclaimed in one of the king's 
cities for a year and a day should be thenceforth free. This 
plea, however, was not thought sufficient, for three of them then 
produced deeds of King Edward I. relating to their holdings. 
William had obtained his as follows. In the twenty-first and 
twenty-second years of Edward's reign the stalls and sheds in 
the Nedler-row in the market were rebuilt. William, who owned 
three pieces of land there, obtained leave from the Bailiffs and 
Commonalty to build on them.^ In the case of two of these pieces, 
which were perhaps chargeable with the payment of the king's 
landgable, he had to seek the sanction of an ' Inquisitio ad quod 
damnum,' which reported in his favour, and he obtained a royal 
grant of confirmation in 88 Ed. I. This deed and a similar one

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granted to the father of the other two defendants, being granted 
by the king * ut liberis hominibus/ ' contra qnas [cartas] nulla 
inquisitio patrie est admittenda/ were held to justify their claim 
to freedom. The case of the fourth citizen, who had no such 
royal grant, was postponed for further discussion, in spite of his 
assertion that he had been in the City for thirty years. 

If William's statement is correct he must have come to the 
City about 1258. It seems strange that in 1288 when he was a 
wealthy trader, he should be accused of never having ' made his 
entrance.' The loss of lists, as suggested above, might have made 
such an accusation rather difficult to disprove. 

4. De Bicardo de Knapeton . . . quia . . . non est ad lottum 
d scottum. Roll VI. (Wymer, p. 48.) — This unusual expression 
cannot mean that Bichard de Enapton was not a citizen. He is 
one of those distinguished in the Conveyance Bolls by the title 
* civis Norwici.' He held property in the Leet of Wymer in 
Hosyergate, in the parish of St. Andrew. He is last mentioned 
there in the year preceding this entry. It may be surmised that 
in the interval he had given up his house and obtained a corrody 
in St. Giles's Hospital, which was an ecclesiastical foundation on 
the north side of the cathedral precinct, and within the exempt 
jurisdiction of the Prior. He was thus claiming the benefits of 
citizenship while escaping from the obligations. He was not 
fulfilling the condition of having a house on which, if need arose, 
distraint could be made. 



Note B. — Craft Gilds in Norwich. 

The statement made in Boll V. (p. 42) with regard to the 
Cobblers' Gild that it was * contrary to the prohibition of our lord 
the King', might mean only * contrary to the prohibition of the 
Bailiffs, * for the two expressions are frequently interchanged. But I 
do not think it would be used except of something forbidden either 
by a general statute or by a special charter. In the case of Nor- 
wich it almost certainly refers to a charter of 40 Henry III. which 
contains the words, ' Concessimus . . . quod nulla gilda de cetero 
teneatur in civitate predicta ad detrimentum eiusdem civitatis.' 
The clause has been interpreted of a merchant gild,^ but there is 
no trace of a merchant gild having existed in Norwich, and the 
presentments in the Leet Bolls make it much more probable that

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it was aimed against associations of craftsmen. They were 
resented as interfering with the common interests of the City, and 
putting into private hands the control belonging to the central 
authority. In spite of discouragement, however, the trade gilds 
continued and grew stronger. Finally, though not till the middle 
of the fifteenth century, no one could become a citizen or freeman 
of the City except by joining a gild, and no one might follow an 
occupation except the members of that trade or craft. 

Long after this time the clause of this charter was on one 
occasion turned to a curious use which may help to explain 
its original intention. In the reign of Henry VII. great com- 
plaints were made by the less wealthy members of some of the 
gilds (whether religious gilds or trade gilds does not appear) that 
the poorer brethren were constantly chosen to be * f eastmakers ' 
at the annual feast. The governing Assembly being anxious to 
give the relief asked for by the petitioners, sheltered themselves 
under this clause as giving them authority to control the gilc!s. 
They say that * King Henry III. among other grauntes prohibited 
that ther shuld no gyld not corporat that is to say the gyldes of 
craftys shuld be holden within the said cite to the hurte and 
empoveryshing of .the same.' * They therefore proceed to lay down 
rules for the future appointment of feastmakers. 

It may be presumed that the original object of the clause 
was to confirm the authority of the Bailiffs, as representing the 
whole Commonalty, over all trades and occupations. 



Note C. — The City Court of Norwich in the Thirteenth and 

Fo^irteenth Centuries. 

It is observable that none of the Leet Bolls in the thirteenth 
century, nor that of 1318 have any descriptive headings, not even 
* Rotulus Presentationum * or * Amerciamentorum.* The Rolls 
of 1875 and 1891 are headed * Botulus de Veredictis Letarum ' 
etc. But it is not till we come to the sixteenth century Bolls 
and later that we find any such descriptions as ' Inquisitio in Leta 
Domini Begis * or * Curia Viaus Franciplegii Domini Begis * used 
to distinguish the proceedings as held at a special court for a 
special purpose. The absence of any descriptive heading to the

Rolls, though they are evidently the final records copied up from 
the separate returns made for the Leets or suhleets, may be ex- 
plained by the assumption that the clerk copied just what he 
found, only modifying the form of the entries. The absence of 
any description of the proceedings as those of a special court is 
suggestive of a further explanation. 

It probably occurred to no one at that time that the jurisdic- 
tion exercised by the Bailiffs in receiving and sanctioning the 
presentments made at the Leets was in any way of a different 
character to that which they exercised every day in reference to 
various other matters. So far as any clue is to be obtained from 
contemporary e\idence, the one executive authority in the City 
during the thirteenth and at least half of the fourteenth centuries 
was that of the four Bailiffs in their corporate capacity, and the 
one court was that called the City Court, in which they presided. 
Whether they sat to d3al with pleas, or to witness recognisances, 
or receive presentments, or administer any other City business, 
they were equally presidents of the court, and they did not stop 
to inquire from what particular sanction their authority was 
derived. The remarks made by Professor Maitland (vol. ii. p. xvi) 
on the absence of discrimination between the branches of juris- 
diction in the Manorial Courts of this period would, mutatis 
mutandis, hold equally good of the City Court of Norwich. 

On one name of this court an observation may be made. It 
is doubtless the same as the * hustengum * mentioned in a clause 
of the charter of 5 Richard I., * Concessimus . . . quod hustengum 
semel in ebdomada tantum teneatur.' The clause is found in 
other charters, as in one to London * in the same year. What 
the intention of the limitation may have been it is not necessary 
here to consider. That the court itself was no new institution 
originated by the charter is plain from the parallel case of the 
City of Lincoln.* In a contemporary and similar charter grant^'d 
to the citizens of Lincoln the clause is thus varied, * quod bur- 
wararaote semel tantum in hebdomada teneatur.' This variation 
makes it clear that the court was the old Boronghmote or Folk- 
mote which previously to this charter had boon presided over by 
a nominee of the king, but was now placed under the presidency 
of a Provost elected by the citizens. When the Provost was ox- 
changed for four Bailiffs who became presidents of this court 
they would hardly consider themselves as forming a new court

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for the purpose of holding Leets. They would regard the Leet 
presentments as an accession of jurisdiction to the court already 
in existence. 

The actual title ' husting * does not appear to have heen 
used locally. It occurs a few times in thirteenth century docu- 
ments, but only in such as have been drawn up in London 
or elsewhere. 



Note D. — The Dean of the City of Norwich, 

' Johfit Dean of Norwich' (Roll I. pp, 2, 15). — The office of 
Dean of the City of Norwich included the duties rather of an 
Archdeacon than a Rural Dean. He was the judge in the Court 
Christian. The * Official Corrector' mentioned in Roll XI. (p. 71) 
was an official appointed by the Bishop, and appears to have 
been identical with the Commissary. In Bishop Tanner's * MS. 
Collections for the Diocese of Norwich/ preserved in the Diocesan 
Registiy, there is a list of the Deans till the sixteenth century. At 
the Reformation the office was merged in that of the Archdeacon. 

The John here mentioned was not actually Dean but Subdean. 
The Dean was Henry Sampson, who on more than one occasion 
was called to account for his energetic vindication of his rights. 
One of these occasions may account for the act of violence here 
presented. In 1286 the Dean had been arrested at the Eyre on 
a charge of wrongfully exacting certain tolls collected by John 
the Subdean. He successfully defended himself, doubtless to the 
further irritation of the citizens. The persons here presented for 
stealing if 40 from the Subdean's chest belonged to one of the 
leading fieimilies in the City, and both they and the Subdean lived 
in tlie same district. The money they summarily abstracted was 
very likely the proceeds of this obnoxious toll. 



Note Ji!..— Surnames in the Thirteenth Century, 

The Editor who is required to translate such documents as 
those here presented to the reader is obliged to face the difficulty 
of rightly rendering the personal names. The present Editor, 
who can lay claim to a fairly intimate acquaintance with the 
citizens of Norwich at the close of the thirteenth century, can 
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only state his conviction that, while family names were certainly 
in use, they were not by any means in use as a general practice. 
Consequently the same person will figure sometimes with a name 
of origin, sometimes with a name of occupation, sometimes with 
a nickname, and to a casual reader his identity will be altogether 
unsuspected. 

John the Subdean may furnish a fair illustration of the 
uncertainty of local practice and the difficulty of translation. 
His usual name is John de Berstrete, a name of course derived 
from the district so called. Yet to translate this ' John of Ber- 
street ' would convey a wrong impression that he himself lived in 
that district, whereas he lived on Tombland. Again, in a deed 
of 1290 occurs the name of a certain ' Hamo, son of Simon atte 
Hollegate.' Holgate was a street leading out of Berstreet, but 
no one would suspect this Simon to be a brother of John until he 
found his son Hamo called in another deed ' Hamo, son of 
Simon de Berstrete, and nephew and heir of John le Den.' The 
father of John and Simon was also called John de Berstrete, so 
that * de Berstrete ' had, to some extent, become the family name. 
But then in this first Roll, p. 16, we find mention of * John le 
]\Iercer, Dean of Norwich,' who must be John de Berstrete. Now 
in the deeds of this period there occurs several times in the 
neighbourhood of Holgate a * John, son of Simon le Mercer,' and 
although it cannot be proved, yet, considering the concurrence 
of * John,' * Simon,' ' le Mercer,' and * Holgate,' it seems most 
probable that this was the elder John de Berstrete, and that the 
Subdean was called 'le Mercer' from his grandfather. Yet it 
would plainly be incorrect to take ' Mercer ' for a settled family 
name and call him * John Mercer, Dean of Norwich.' * 

With regard to names descriptive of a trade or occupation : 
they unquestionably in a majority of cases describe the actual occu- 
pation of the person bearing them. But they also were used to 
describe other members of the family, even to two or three 
generations. The same is true of nicknames, as * le Graunt.' 

In this volume the Editor has felt it best to follow his own 
judgment in the rendering of names, ha\ing frequently been 
guided by collateral information which could not be given to the 
reader. 

' The curious instance of iBabella Lucas has been noted on p. 71* 
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Note F. — Tiie Leet of the New Fee of the Castle. 

This was not one of the old Leet districts of the City. The 
ground round the Castle was enclosed within a bank and ditch, 
and exempt from the jurisdiction of the City. In 1344 the 
citizens petitioned the king to grant them the jurisdiction over 
this ground on the plea that it harboured evil-doers. The 
petition was granted, except that the Castle itself and t)ie Shire- 
hall, which then stood on the highest or southern part of the 
enclosure, were reserved to the king. The ditch and bank were 
by degrees levelled and built over. Although for ecclesiastical 
and municipal purposes the new buildings were regarded as 
belonging to the nearest adjoining parish, they were not attached 
to the adjoining Leets. Either the Sheriff or the Constable of 
the Castle had held an annual court, and it was continued by 
the Bailiffs under the name of the ' Leet of the New Fee of the 
Castle.* It was not, however, held in Lent like the old Leets, 
but by itself at a later time in the year. 



Note G. — Some Words Explained, 

A few notes are here given on some words which require a 
little more lengthened explanation than can conveniently be 
comprised in a Glossary. 

1. * Curlevaschey Roll I. p. 13 ; * curlevage/ Roll VII. p. 61 ; 
* ciirlevacher,' Roll IX. p. 58. 

This word occurs in the Domesday of Ipswich (Black Book of 
the Admiralty i ii. 104, 105), but Sir Travers Twiss, the Editor, 
could find no clue to its meaning. The three instances in which 
it occurs in these Rolls are not any more explicit. A fourth 
instance of its use at Norwich is of a singular character. It is in 
the * Old Free Book ' in an isolated entry on fol. xii d. : * Present- 
atum est coram Ballivis et Communitate die Veneris proxima 
post festum S^ Luce Evangeliste a° r' regis Edwardi tertii a 
conquestu vicesimo quod Willelmus Harte de Habeton qui se 
dixit esse liber et civis Civitatis Norwyci est communis curlo- 
vache cum non liceat nee debcat, et cum quilibet ingrediens 
libertatem ad introitum suum juravit cola coitate ^ inter alios 

* Sic in MS. There must be some error. 
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articulos incmribentes quod non erit curlevache communis nee pro 
tempore. Et idem Willelmus vocatus et inde allocutus, et non 
potest dedicere . per quod per totani Commimitatem die pre- 
dicto consideratum est quod idem Willelmus diutius libertate pre- 
dicta non gaudeat pro contumacia sua set sit omnino forinsecus.' 
The earliest existing oath of admissi(m is much later than tliis 
date and contains nothing to suggest the meaning of the word. 

It seems to describe some form of violation of the trade regu- 
lations of the City and is probably an East- Anglian word. It 
must at one time have been in common use both at Norwich and 
Ipswich. 

2. ' Duhhare veteres pannos cum trwico fullonis,* p. 12 etc. — 
Halliwell {Diet, of Archaic Words) defines * dub ' as ' to strike 
cloth with teasels in order to raise the cloth or nap.' The cloth 
was also beaten for the same purpose in fulling mills. The 
* truncus fuUonis ' of these Rolls seems to have served the pur- 
pose of a fulling mill. The word * truncus ' by itself is a * block ' 
(see Glossary ). The * truncus fullonis ' was perhaps a hollowed- 
out block or trough which would hold water.^ The frequent 
occurrence of tliis or similar entries in all the four Leets of the 
City is misleading, and gives an impression that these machines 
were in use in parts where water could not have been easily 
obtained. A comparison of the entries, however, shows that 
nearly all of them refer to only fcur persons, who, as usual, were 
duly fined over and over again, and openly continued the offence 
with the full connivance of the authorities. Four was probably 
the number of the * trunci fullonis,' and they were very likely by 
the riverside. 

The fraud consisted in making old clothes look like new, and 
according to the Statutum Wallie (c. iv.) there was a suspicion 
that the clothes so treated were stolen. To prevent recognition 
their shape was altered.

Eitchin {Le Courte 
Leete, p. 11 b) gives the English 
equivalent of these words : ' aaxi 
si Tiplers vendent par onppes ou 
dishes est inquirable.' A ' ciphe * 
is described as an unauthorized 
measure, p. 61. A * dish * was a 
sort of bowL 

Cleriens eooletie (p. 41), parochialis 
(p. 70). An attendant with the 
title 'clerious parochialis' or 
' aquas bajulns,' holy-water porter, 
was generally recognised in early 
times. Such an attendant may 
be meant on p. 41. But the refer- 
ence on p. 70 seems to be rather 
to the parochial * chaplain,* for an 
' aqufB bajulus ' would hardly have 
a servant. 

Coekey. A local word of uncertain 
derivation, now used for a gutter 
or drain. In the thirteenth cen- 
tury the word occurs constantly 
in the Norwich Conveyance Bolls 
to describe certain watercourses 
which ran through the city and 
furnished convenient abuttals to 
pieces of land. The largest flowed 



to the east of the market. About 
that time they began to be covered 
over, and were finally utilised as 
public drains. They are enumer- 
ated in Streets and Lanes of 

Norwich^ p< 99. 
OnrleyaBche, ourlevage, curleTa- 
eher. Meaning unknown. See 
Introduction, Note G. p. xciii. 

Bealbare. To whiten hides. See 
Introduction, Note G. p. xciv. 

Bisci. See Ciphi. 

Bubbare. To clean and thicken 
oloth. See Introduction, Note G.

Flotitoum (p. 75). * Flotis * is the 
grease or scum floating on the 
surface of the boiling fat (Halli- 
well). The termination 'cum' 
may be an erroneous repetition of 
the word which follows. 

Forbarramentua. Forbarring. The 
distinction in these Bolls between 
this and the kindred offence of 
forestalling may be thus described. 
Forbarring was stopping goods 
from entering, or from being ex- 
posed in, the market, with a view 
to selling them outside the city, 
thus diminishing the supply (for- 
um deteriorare). Forestalling was 
intercepting goods outside the city, 
in order to sell them at a higher 
price in the market, thus raising

Lagena (p. 52). Here used in its 
proper sense, a flagon. Elsewhere 
it is used as equivalent to galona, 
a gallon. 

Vamium. See Yetitum naminin, 

Pad. A basket or panier which was 
slung over a horse's back and in 
which goods were afterwards ex- 
posed for sale in the market. A 
similar basket was called a ' lep,* 
and a ' spatium unius lepstede ' in 
the market was sometimes the 
subject of a grant by deed. 

Bedditui. A habitable tenement 
(p. 2). A ' redditus ' is said to 
have * fenestras * (p. 30). 

Seoudere, Beowfhere. Leather-dress- 
er. The same as * qwyttower,* Le. 
white-tawer, dresser of white 
leather. See Introduction, Note G. 
p. zcv. 

Belda. A shed. Sometimes spelt 
•solda.* 

Stnlp. A low post. 

Superteminatui (Fr. $ursem4). Spot- 
ted with measleB. 



Tallia. A tally, or notched stick, 
was good evidence in a plea of a 
citizen against a citizen, but a 
' foreigner ' was required to prove 
his debt by witnesses. Hence to 
buy and sell * by tally * was to 
claim the privilege of a citizen. 
Eirkpatrick in the Streets and 
Lanea of Nortoich translates the 
expression 'ad talliam' on p. 8 
' by retail.' Gross {OUd Merchant) 
also gives *Tallia, retaiL' The 
translation certainly suggests it- 
self in some places, but I cannot 
find any proof of its authority. 

Thefbote. Compensation for stolen 
goods accepted by the aggrieved 
party without leave of the lawful 
court. 

Trepha. Meat rejected by the Jewish 
inspector. See Introduction, Note 
G. p. xcv. 

Tmncui. The creating a nuisance 
* cum truncis et stapellis ' appears 
to be the same as 'noyeing the 
highway with stokks and blokks ' 
(p. 92). The offence probably 
consisted in laying blocks (truncos) 
or logs of wood in the miry streets 
to form a decent entrance to a 
house. Sometimes a more per- 
manent * calcetnm ' was employed 
(p. 47). When Bishop Swinfield 
went to London a * pavimentum ' 
was set 'contra domos domini' 
{Household i2oZZ, Camden Soc. 
p. 129). The ' atapelU ' would be 
stakes set up to protect the 
entrance.
